Chapter  !• 

AN  ACT  making  further  Appropriation  for  the 
State  Prison  now  building  at  Mount*Pleasant. 

Passed  September  15,  1827. 

§  I.  BE  U  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New- 
York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Aes&mblyy  That  the  trea- 
surer pay  over,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  out  of 
an^r  monies  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to 
(leorge  Tibbits  and  Samuel  M.  Hopkins,  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  act,  entitled  ^^An  act  authorising  the 
erection  of  a  state  prison  in  the  first  or  second  senate  dis- 
tricts of  this  state,  and  for  other  purposes,''  passed  March 
7,  1825,  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to 
the  sum  which  remained  undrawn  in  the  treasury  on  the 
Uiirtj-first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
lind  twenty*six,  in  part  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the 
kct  aforesaid,  to  be  applied  in  buUdin^  the  state  prison  at 
Iklount-Pleasant,  at  such  times  as  the  same  may  be  wanted 
for  that  purpose,  and  in  sums  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
SoUars  at  any  one  time  ;  and  the  expenditures  of  all  previ- 
ous sums  drawn  from  the  treasury,  to  be  accounted  for  be- 
fore farther  sums  shall  be  advanced 
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Chap.  2. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  publication  of  a  Map 
and  Atlas  of  this  State. 

Passed  October  17,  1827. 

0.11.  Bur     §  1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  NetD- 
f i^"Sd  ^^K  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  whenev- 
^Mof  thifler  David  H.  Burr  shall  complete  a  map  of  this  state,  on  a 
"*"*"         scale  of  seven  and  a  half  miles  to  an  inch,  on  which  shall 
be  delineated  the  boundaries  of  counties  and  towns,  the 
roads  and  canals,  profiles  of  their  levels,  and  a  comparative 
view  of  the  different  elevations  throughout  the  state,  the 
courses  of  the  rivers  and  principal  streams,  the  positions  of 
the  mountains  and  lakes,  the  mineral  and  salt  springs,  the 
cities,  towns,  villages,  public  buildings  and  principal  manu- 
factories; and  whenever  he  shall  compile  an  atlas  on  a 
%cale  of  two  and  a  half  miles  to  an  inch,  on  which  shall  be 
delineated,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  information,  the 
outlines  of  all  the  principal  grants  under  the  colonial  and 
state  governments,  and  the  subdivisions  of  the  same  into 
lots,  with  their  numbers,  and  the  latitude  of  the  seats  of 
justice  in  the  several  counties,  and  their  longitude  from  the 
city  of  Washington,  and  shall  deliver  said  work  to  the  sur- 
veyor-general and  comptroller  for  correction  and  revision, 
it  shalfbe  lawful  for  the  said  surveyor-general  and  comp- 
troller, after  having  revised  and  corrected  the  said  work, 
and  they  are  hereby  required  to  cause  the  said  maps  to  be 
engraved  and  printed,  and  furnish  to  6ach  town  in  the  state 
a  copy  of  the  map  of  the  county  in  which  the  town  is  situ- 
ated, and  retain  fifty  copies  of  the  whole  work  for  the  use 
of  the  state  ;  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  pay  for  the 
purchasing  of  materials  and  necessary  expenses  of  engrav- 
ing, publication,  and  the  superintendence  of  the  same,  such 
sums  as  they  may  deem  reasonable,  not  exceeding  five  thou- 
sand  dollars,  which  sums  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  on 
the  warrant  of  the  comptroller;  and  that  when  the  said  work 
shall  be  completed,  and  the  said  copies  for  each  town,^  and 
the  said  fifty  copies  for  the  use  of  the  state  shall  have  been 
supplied,  the  plates  on  which  the  said  maps  shall  have  been 
engraved  shall  be  delivered  to  the  said  David  H.  Burr, 
free  of  expense  to  him,  as  his  compensation  for  compiUng 
the  said  maps  :  Provided^  The  said  maps  shall  be  deliver- 
ed to  the  surveyor-general  and  comptroller,  for  revilsion 
and  eorrection,  within  two  years  irom  the  passing  of  this 
act. 
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§  2.  And  be  U/urther  enacM,  Thai  the  surTe  jor-geMp  How  to  be 
ral,  as  soon  as  the  s^d  laaps  are  eomjjrteled  in  porsuolice  of^^^*^^-

Burr  shall  be  permitted  to  have  access  to  all  the  public  offi^ 
ces  of  the  state,  and  in  the  aeireral  counties  and  towns,  to 
take  copies  of  any  documents  necessary  to  the  compiling  of 
the  said  Boiaps,  and  which  may  be  there  deposited,  free  of 
expense. 


Chap.  3. 

AN  ACT  authorising  a  Special  Term  of  the  Court 
for  the  Trial  of  Impeachments  and  the  Correction 
\  of  Errors. 

Passed  October  29,  1827. 

§  1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Peopleof  the  Slate  of  New- 
Torkj,  rqn'eeented  in  Senate  and  Assembly^  That  a  special 
term  of  the  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments  and  the  cor-* 
rection  of  errors,  may  be  held  at  any  time  within  one  week 
{Mrevious  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  rendering  judgment  in  causes  already  argued ;  and 
that  the  provisions  of  the  act  relative  to  the  court  for  the 
trial  of  impeachments  and  the  correction  of  errors,  passed 
the  26th  day  of  Janunry,  1825,  be  extended,  and  applied 
to  the  said  term. 


Chap.  4. 

AN  ACT  for  .the  Relief  of  certain  Minor  Children 
therein  named. 

Passed  October  SO,  1827. 

WHEREAS  it  appears  to  this  legislature,  from  the  neti-  i^ntoM^ 
ikm  of  Charles  Carroll  of  CarroUton,  in  the  state  of  Mary- 
land,, and  Charles  C.  Harper,  that  Emilv  L.  Harper,  and 
Robert  G.  Harper,  infant  cnildren  of  the  late  Robert  6ood« 
loe  Harper,  esquire,  deceased,  have  an  interest  in  a  certain 
tmct  of  hmd  called  Moreland  Manor>  lying  between  the 
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'  Tioga  riter  and  tbe  head  of  Seneca  lake,  in  this  state, 
and  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  said  infant  chil- 
dren, that  a  system  for  selling  and  leasing  said  lands,  set .

any  sale  or  lease,  the  said  Charles  C.  Harper  shall  execute 
a  bobd  to  the  said  Emily  L.  Harper,  and  Robert  G.  Har- 
per, in  such  penalty  and  with  sucn  sureties,  as  the  chan* 
ceUor  shall  approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform-

Chapter  1. 

AN  ACT  to  alter  the  time  of  holding  the  next  Cir- 
cuit Court  and  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  in 
the  City  and  County  of  Albany. 

Passed  January  4,  1828. 

The  People  of  Ihe  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aeeembly^  do  enact  as /Mows : — 

§  1.  The  next  circuit  court,  and  court  of  oyer  and  ter-  c^^asu 
miner,  and  jail  delivery,  in  and  for  the  city  and  county  of 
Albany,  shall  be  held  at  the  capitol  in  the  said  city,  on  the 
last  Tuesday  of  January  instant,  instead  of  the  first  Tues- 
day of  February  next,  as  appointed  by  the  circuit  judge  of 
the  third  circuit. 


§  2.  All  causes  which  have  been  or  shall  be  duly  noticed 
for  trial  in  the  said  circuit  cpurt  for  the  first  Tuesday  of  "°***^* 
February  next,  may  be  brought  to  trial  therein  on  or  after 
that  day,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed ;  and  all  causes  noticed  for  trial  in  the  said  court  for 
the  last  Tuesday  of  January  instant,  may  be  brought  to 
trial  therein  on  or  after  that  day. 

§  3.  Instead  of  the  time  required  by  the  laws  now  in  jnnm. 
force,  for  giving  notice  of  the  drawing  of  grand  and  petit 
jurors  for  the  said  courts,  it  shall  be  sufiicient  for  the  clerk 
of  the  city  and  county  of  Albany,  to  give  six  days'  notice 
thereof  for  the  coiurts  herein  appointed  to  he  held  on  the 
last  Tuesday  of  January  instant. 
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Chap.  2. 

AN  ACT  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  perform  cer- 
tain duties  of  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in 
the  Counties  of  Suffolk  and  Lewis. 

Passed  January  7,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yorkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 
Howap-  §  1.  The  person  administering  the  government  of  this 
pointed,  g^^^  shall,  from  time  to  time,  nominate,  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  appoint  a  fit  and  proper  person  as  a  com- 
missioner, to  reside  in  the  countj  of  Suffolk,  and  also  one 
other  such  person  to  reside  in  the  county  of  Lewis,  who 
by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  respectively  be  authorised  and 
required  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme 
court,  and  to  do  and  execute  every  trust  and  power  ac-

ever  such  revised  statutes  shall  respectively  take  effect* 

QnaiiilM-  §  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  be  of  the  degree  of 
counsellor  in  the  supreme  court,  and  before  they  enter  up- 
on the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  respectively  take  and 
subscribe,  before  the  clerk,  or  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas,  of  the  said  counties  in  which  they  re- 
spectively reside,  an  oath,  well  and  truly  to  -execute  and 
perform  the  duties  prescribed  in  and  by  this  act,  which  oaths 
shall  be  filed  in  the  offices  of  the  clerks  of  their  respective 
counties.

WHEREAS  the  Mechanic  Fire  Insurance  Company  of 
the  city  of  New- York,  by  their  memorial,  under  their  com- 
mon seal,  have  represented  to  the  legislature,  that  in  con- 
sequence of  various  losses  sustained  by  them,  it  will  be 
beneficial  to  the  stockholders,  that  their  capital  stock

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Florida  Bridge  Com- 
pany. 

Passed  January  SO,  1828- 

The  People  qf  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  For  the  purpose  of  building  and  maintaining  a  good  Corpom- 
substantial  bridge,  with  stone  abutments,  over  the  Scho-**^^"**** 
liarie  creek  at  Fort  Hunter,  between  the  to%vns  of  Florida 
and  Glen,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  as  near  the  pre- 
sent road  as  the  situation  of  the  ground, .  consistent  with 
safety  and  convenience,  will  admit  of;  Howknd  Fish,  John 
C.  Van  Alstyne,  Richard  Hudson,  and  all  such  other  per- 
sons as  shall  associate  with  them,  shall  be  a  body  corporate 
and  politic. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  not  exceed  Stock. 
five  hundred  shares,  of  twenty-five  dollars  each ;  but  the

§  S.  In  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein  conferred,  HU  feei. 
tl^e  said  Lewis  Clarke  shall  receive  the  same  fees,  and 
be  subject  to  the  same  obligations  and  responsibility  in  re- 
gard to  the  redemption  of  the  property,  and  the  receipt  and 
payment  of  the  money  thereupon,  as  is  now  provided  by 
taw  in  regard  to  a  sheriff.

AN  ACT  for  the  Relief  of  James  Ashley. 

Passed  March  11,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represenied  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  Medical  Society  of  the  county  of  Tompkins, 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  examine  Doctor 
James  Ashley,  of  Caroline,  in  said  county,  and  to  license 
him  to  practice  physic  and  surgery,  if  they  find  him  duly 
qualified,  without  requiring  further  proof  of  his  having  pur- 
sued the  studies  and  fulfilled  the  terras  prescribed  for  me- 
dical students,  by  the  revised  statutes  of  this  state.

§  3.  The  election  of  county  clerk  for  the  county  of  Se- 
neca, which  was  made  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  January  last, 
and  the  two  following  days,  shall  be  valid,  any  tMng  in 
Title  IL,  Chapter  VI.  of  the  Revised  Statutes  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding.

AN  ACT  to  confirm  the  Proceedings  of  Commis- 
sioners of  Highways  of  the  Town  of  Davenport, 
in  the  County  of  Delaware. 

Passed  March  14,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  asfoUows  : 

§  1.  Two  highways  laid  out  in  the  town*  of  Davenport, 
b^  Seth  Goodrich  and  Andrew  Parish,  two  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  highways  for  said  town,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  twenty-six,  shall  be  as  valid  as  if 
the  whole  board  'of  commissioners  acted  in  concert  in  lay- 
ing out  the  said  highways;  and  the  same  may  be  worked 
as  other  roads  in  said  town.

.  AN  ACT  to  confirin  the  Appointment  of  certain 
Commissioners  to  take  the  Proof  and  Acknow^ 
ledgment  of  Deeds,  &c.  in  the  County  of  Ulster, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  March  14,  1838. 

WHEREAS  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  bo^u^  of  su-  Pmaibk.^ 
pervisors  and  judges  of  the  county  of  Ulster,  iu  November 
last,  a  majority  of  the  judges  did  not  attend,  by  reason 
thereof  doubts  are  entertained  as  to  the  validify  of  the  ap« 
pointments  made  by  them  of  commmissioners  to  take  the 
acknowledgments  of  deeds,  &c. :  Therefore, 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senote  and  Assembly^  do  etuu^  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  severjil  appointments  made  by  the  judges  of  the  ^^|jgy|g]^^' 
county  courts  and  the  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Ulster,  finMd.

past,  ef  commissioners  to  take  the  proof  and  acknowledg* 
ments  of  deeds,  &c.  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  con- 
firmed. 

§  2.  The  several  proper  acts  and  doines,  as  such  commis*  A^rfUw 
sioners,  of  the  several  persons  so  as  aforesaid  appointed,  ^j^  ""^ 
and  who  have  heretofore  taken  the  oath  of  office  in  eon8e*«d- 
quence  thereof,  are  hereby  confirmed  and  declared  valid. 

§  3.  The  acknowledgments  of  deeds,  and  other  official 
^acts  and  doings  of  Horace  Allen,  as  a  commissioner  to  takeg^"]^^ 
the  proof  and  acknowledgments  of  deeds,  &c.  in  the  coun-raieeCo. 
ty  of  St.  Lawrence,  between  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
five,  and  the  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  declared  valid  and  efiectual  in  law*

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Village  of  Oswego. 

Passed  Uwh  14, 1828. 

The  Pemle  of  the  State  of  New-York^  rqffesented  in 
Skndtt  onaAssenMify  do  enact  as  foUqum:

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I  of  §  1.  All  that  district  of  country  in  the  county  of  Oswe- 
tk«  yfSkgt,  |j>^  contained  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit : — 
Beginning  at  the  southwest  corner  of  lot  number  two,  in 
the  seventeenth  township  of  Scriba's  patent,  Hamilton's 
Gore,  in  the  town  of  Scriba,  and  running  thence  easterly 
along  the  south  bounds  of  said  lot  number  two,  to  the  south- 
east corner  thereof;  thence  northerly  along  the  easterly 
bounds  of  said  lot  number  tw^o,  and  of  lot  number  one, 
to  the  southeast  corner  of  the  reservation ;  thence  along 
.  the  easterly  bounds  of  the  said  reservation,  to  lake  Ontario  ; 
thence  westerly  along  the  shore  of  lake  Ontario,  including 
the  outer  harbor  and  the  piers  at  the  mouth  of  the  Oswego 
river,  to  the  northwest  corner  of  lot  number  six,  in  the  ori- 
ginal township  of  Hannibal,  (now  town  ef  Oswego;) 
thence  southerly  along  the  westerly  bounds  of  said  lot 
humber  six,  till  it  comes  to  that  point  where  the  south  line 
of  Sagittarius-street,  if  extendea  on  a  right  line,  would  in- 
tersect the  said  westerly  line  of  said  lot  number  six ;  thence 
easterly  along  isaid  extended  line  of  Sagittarius-street,  to 
the  westerly  Hne  of  the  reseivation;  thence  southerly 
along  the  westerly  line  of  said  reservation,  to  the  southwest 
comer  of  said  reservation  ;  thence  easterly  along  the  south- 
erly bounds  of  said  reservation,  to  the  centre  of  the  Oswego 
river;  thence  up  the  centre  of  said  Oswego  river, -till  it 
comes  opposite  to  the  southerly  line  of  said  lot  number  two, 
in  said  town  of  Scriba  ;  thence  easterly,  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning :  And  all  the  freemen  of  this  state,  inhabitants  with- 
in the  limits  aforesaid,  be  and  hereby  are  constituted,  or- 
dained and  appointed,  and  declai^d  to  be  from  time  to  time, 
and  forever  hereafter,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact 
Naue.  and  in  name,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  President  and 
Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Oswego  ;*'  and  by  that  name 
they  and  their  successors  forever  hereafter,  shall  and  maj 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  ca- 
.  pable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  implead- 
ed, answering  and  being  answered  onto,  defending  and  be- 
ing defended,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  suits  what-

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lihe  said  president  and  trustees  shall  have  no  power  or  aI^ 
thority  to  sell  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof. 

§2.  The  inhabitants  residing  within  the*  boundaries  of£3ectisiif. 
said  corporation,  and  who  shall  then  be  freeholders  within 
said  coi^poration,  or  shall,  within  the  last  year,  have  actually 
paid  a  town  and  county  tax  assessed  upon  his  real  or  per- 
sonal estate,  within  said  village,  and  who  shall,  for  six 
months  next  preceding  such  election,  have  been  actual  re- 
sidents and  inhabitants  of  said  village,  may,  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  May  next,  meet  at  some  proper  place  within  the 
boundaries  of  said  corporation,  to  be  appointed  by  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Oswego,  residing  wiUiin 
the  limits  of  said  corporation,  a  notice  of  which  shall  be  put 
up  in  at  least  five  of  the  most  public  places  within  said  cor- 
poration, at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  said  second 
Tuesday  of  May  next,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect 
seven  discreet  persons,  being  freeholders  within  said  vil- 
lage, and  who  shall  have  resided  therein  for  the  space  of 
one  year  next  preceding  such  election,  to  be  trustees  of 
said  village,  at  least  three  of  which  said  trustees  shall  re- 
side on  each  side  of  the  said  Oswego  river ;  and  four  other 
persons,  two  on  each  side  'of  said  river,  being  freeholders 
and  inhabitants  of  said  village,  to  be  fire-wardens  therein ; 
and  one  other  person,  being  a  freeholder  and  inhabitant  of 
said  village,  to^  be  treasurer  thereof ;  and  one  other  resi- 
dent inhabitant  of  said  village,  to  be  collector  thereof:  All 
of  which  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and  when  chosen^ 
shall  possess  the  rights  and  powers  herein  after  specified.

And  the  said  trustees,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall,  after  the  first  election  as  aforesaid, 
preside  at  all  village  meetings  and  elections,  determine  the 
qualifications  t)f  voters,  and  dedarethe  several  village  offi^ 
cers  to  be  elected,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and,  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes,  to  be  duly  elected.  And  further, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  after  the  said  first  elec- 
tion, to  cause  at  least  ten  days'  public  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  annual  elections  to  be  given,  by 
posting  notices  thereof  in  at  least  five  of  the  most  public

eaces  in  said  village.  And  in  case  any  election  shall  n6t 
ive  been  held  at  uie  time  or  times  above  specified,  it  shall

conveying  and  transporting  of  gunpowder,  or  other  com- 
bustible or  dangerous  materials,  and  the  use  of  lights  or 
candles  in  livery  or  other  stables ;  to  authorise  any  magis- 
trate or  constable  to  stop  any  person  riding  or  driving  im-

i  of  br^,  and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of 
bread  baked  contrary  thereto ;  to  restrain  cattle,  horses, 
[  sheep,  goats,  swine  and  geese,  from  running  at  laige  in 
said  village;  to  regulate  slaughter-houses;  to  determine 
what  are  nuisances,  and  to  abate  or  remove  the  same  firom 
any  ilreet>  alley,  lane,  public  )and»,  or  lot  of  any  person  or 
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persons,  and  from  the  harbor  or  wharves  ;  to  compel  the 
keeping  of  fire  buckets  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  village, 
and  to  establish  measures  of  prudence  to  guard  against  fire ; 
to  compel  the  inhabitants  to  form  lines  and  ranks  for  tbe 
purpose  of  conveying  water  to  extinguish  fires,  and  to  pull, 
break  down  and  raze  such  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  fire, 
as  shall  be  directed  by  the  president  and  tmstees,  or  any 
three  of  them  that  may  be  present  at  a  fire,  for  the  purpose 
of  extinguishing  it,  or  preventing  its  probable  extension  or 
communication  to  other  buildings ;  to  appoint  a  proper  num- 
ber of  firemen,  not  exceeding  fifty,  and  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  good  government  of  the  firemen  and 
companies,  with  reasonable  fines  for  the  breach  of  them, 
and  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  their  exercise  as 
firemen ;  to  erect  or  purchase,  and  keep  hay-scales,  and  to 
regulate  the  same,  ana  the  prices  for  weighing ;  to  let  out  the 
same,  or  appoint  a  keeper  or  keepers  thereof,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  village ;  to  erector  purchase  a  market  buildingor  build- 
ings, and  to  regulate  and  improve  the  same  for  the  benefit 
of  said  village ;  and  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  running  at 
large  of  any  dogs  or  sluts  owned  by  j)erson8  residing  in 
said  vilhge,  or  to  impose  a  reasonable  tax  upon  the  owners 
or  possessors  of  such  dogs  or  sluts,  not  to  exceed  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  per  annum  for  each  dog  or  slut ;  to  restrain 
all  vagrants,  mendicants  and  street  beggars,  and  all  persons 
from  harboring  them  more  than  one  day,  without  giving 
notice  thereof  in  writing  to  a  member  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees ;  to  establish  and  regulate  one  or  more  public  pounds 
in  said  village,  and  to  appoint  one  or  more  pound-masters 
and  fence-viewers,  who  shall  possess  severally  the  powers 
of  pound-masters  and  fence-vieWers  of  any  town  in  this 
state  ;  and  to  regulate  the  impounding  of  any  cattle,  horses, 
sheep,  goats  and  swine,  running  at  large  in  the  streets 
of  said  village ;  to  survey  the  boundaries  of  said  village ; 
■to  prevent  and  remove  encroachments  upon  the,  side- 
,  walks,  streets  and  alleys  within  said  village ;  to  restrain 
riotous  or  disorderly  assemblages  in  any  street  or  other 
place  in  said  village  ;^  to  regulate,  prescribe  and  designate 
the  time  and  manner  of  the  meeting  of  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  for  the  transaction  of  village  business ;  to  appoint, 
in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  president,  a  chairman  pro 
tem. ;  to  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  any  erection,  or 
building,  or  encroachment,  standing  or  being  wholly  or  in 
part  in  and  upon  any  side-walk,  street,  alley,  public  lands, 
piers  or  highway  within  said  village  :  if  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant of  such  erection,  building  or  encroachment,  shall  not 
remove  the  same  upon  due  and  reasonable  notice  so  to  do, 
which  notice  shall  be  served  at  least  three  months  before 
•    the  party  sfhallbe  compelled  to  remove  the  same,  then  it 
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sWl  be  lawful  for,  and  the  duty  of,  the  trustees  of  the  vil- 
lage, to  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  every  such  erection, 
biuldlng  or  encroachment,  from  off  and  out  of  every  such 
street,  alley,  side-walk,  public  lands,  piers  or  highways  in 
said  village,  and  to  sue  for  and  recover  in  their  corporate 
name,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  fronn  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  every  such  erection,  building  or  en- 
croachment, or  from  the  person  who  put  or  keeps  the  same 
there,  all  the  expense  and  trouble  incurred  therein ;  and  * 
in  every  such  action^  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  trustees 
aforesaid  to  declare  in  debt  generally,  that  defendant  is  in- 
debted to  them  for  money  paid,  laid  out  and  expended  to  the 
use  of  the  defendant,  and  give  the  special  matter  of  indebt- 
edness in  evidence ;  and  to  make  all  such  rules,  regulations, 
by-laws  and  ordinances,  relative  to  the  powers  above  gi*ant- 
ed,  and  generally  for  the  good  government  and  order  of

penalties  on  any  citizen  or  inhabitant  thereof,  or  any  person 
or  persons,  for  the  violation  of  any  by-laws  of  said  board  of 
trustees,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  any  one  of- 
fence, recoverable,  with  costs,  in  an  action  of  debt,  by  and 
in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  trustees  of  said  village, 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Oswego,  in 
which  action  the  first  process  may  be  by  warrant,^  and  in 
which  action  it  shall  be  lawful  to  declare  gener^ly  in  debt 
for  such  penalty,  and  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence  i 
And  further,  that  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  by-laws- 
of  the  said  trustees,  against  offenders  who  have  no  goods 
and  chattels,  lands  or  tenements,  whereof  such  penaltiee 
can  be  collected,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  of  justice 
before  whom  any  such  offender  shall  be  duly  convicted,  to 
cause  him  to  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  nat  exceeding  thirty 
days,'in  the  common  gaol  of  the  county  of  Oswego,  and  that 
all  fees  and  expenses  of  prosecuting  and  punishing  offenders 
under  the  said  by-laws,  shall  be  paid  by  said  trustees  out  of 
the  treasury  of  said  village,  and  the  same  shall  be  audited 
and  aUow^d  as  a  charge  against  said  village  ;  and  the  said 
trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  regu- 
lations respecting  the  public  squares  in  said  village,  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient,  to  prevent  erections  thereon,  to  lo- 
cate public  buildings,  and  direct  where  and  in  what  manner 
the  same  shall  be  placed  on  said  public  squares ;  but  that  no 
public  building  shall  be  erected  on  the  public  square  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Oswego  river,  east  of  Third-street. 
And  the  said  trustees  may,  upon  the  vote  of  the  freehold- 
ers and  inhabitants  on  that  side  of  the  river  where  the  same 
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shall  be  situate,  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  lease  ler  a 
term  of  years  a  portion  of  said  public  squares,  and  out  of 
the  reot  thereof,  to  cause  the  said  public  square  or  squares* 
to  be  levelled  and  improved;  and  the  said  trustees  maj, 
upon  a  like  vote,  cause  the  market  ground  on  the  west 
side  v{  the  river  to  be  levelled,  and  may  build  a  wharf  in 
the  river  adjoining  said  market  ground,  build  and  erect  one 
or  more  markets  and  market  stalls,  and  lease  the  said  mark-^ 
et,  market  stalls,  market  grounds  and  wharf,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  for  a  term  of  years,  subject  to  such  regulations  and 
restrictions  as  the  said  trustees  shall  make  and  impose  An 
the  occupant  or  occupants  thereof;  and  all  the  money  ex- 
pended by  the  said  trustees  in  building  or  improving  any 
market,  market  stalls  or  wharf,  shall  he  raised  and  collect- 
ed as  described  in  the  thirteenth  section  of  this  act,  on  that 
side  of  the  river  where  the  same  shall  be  so  expended ; 
and  all  the  money  received  for  the  rent  of  any  market  or 
market-stalls,  wharf,  or  other  real  estate,  shall  be  by  the 
said  trustees  expended  jn  making  improvements  on  that 
side  of  the  river  where  the  said  market,  market  stalls, 
wharf,  or  other  real  estate,  shall  be  situated.  And  the  said 
trustees  shall  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  a  village  survey- 
or or  engineer,  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  tins- 
tees,  take  the  level  of  the  streets  in  said  village,  and  upon 
the  application  of  any'  person  or  persons  who  may  wish  to 
erect  a  building  upon  any  lot  in  said  village,  in  such  man* 
ner  as  that  the  same  shaU  be  on  the  tine  of  any  street,  the 
said  surveyor  or  engineer  shall  point  out  to  such  apj^cant 
the  said  line  of  said  street,  in  such  manner  that  the  said 
person  or  persons  can  erect  such  building  on  said  line  ;  and 
whenever  any  building  shall  have  been  located  under  and 
pursuant  to  the  directions  of  the  said  surveyor  or  eneineer  as 
aforesaid,  such  building  shaU  not  be  removed  by  the  trus- 
tees of  said  village,  except  at  the  expense  of  the  corpora- 
tion ;  and  the  trustees  shall  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions respecting  the  amount  said  surveyor  or  engineer  shall 
receive  for  his  services,  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  the 
manner  in  which  he  shall  be  paid  for  his  services. 

Twttt.  §  5.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  from  year  to  year,  to  cause  a  sum  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  dollars  the  first  year,  to  be  raised  by  tax  on 
the  east  side  of  the  river  in  said  village,  upon  the  vote  of 
the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing  on  the  east  side  of 
said  river  in  said  village,  qualified  to  vote  for  trustees, 
which  sum  may  be  increased  fifty  dollars  per  year,  until  it 
shall  amount  to  seven  hundred  dollars  per  year ;  and  on 
the  we9t  side  of  said  river  in  said  village,  an  amount  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  per  year  for  three  ycard. 
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^liicib  sum  may  be  increased  one  hundred  dollars  per  year, 
until  it  bhall  araount  to  one  thousand  dollars,  upon  the  vote 
of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing  in  said  village 
cfh  the  west  side  of  said  river,  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid, 
at  the  annual  meeting  duly  notified  for  that  purpose,  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  for  any  local  improvements,  the  expense 
whereof  is  not  herein  olherwise  provided  for ;  and  all  the 
monies  which  shall  be  raised  for  any  local  purpose  as  afore- 
indd,  on  either  side  of  the  river,  shall  be  laid  out  and  ex- 
pended for  such  local  purpose  on  that  side  of  the  river  in 
said  village  where  the  same  shall  have  been  raised  as  afore- 
said. And  it  shall  also  be.  lawful  for  the  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, from  year  to  year,  to  cause  to  be  raised  by  a  general 
tax,  upon  the  vote  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  quali- 
fied to  vote  as  aforesaid,  at  the  said  annual  meeting,  such 
sum  as  they  may  deem    necessary  for  the  purpose  of 

Eurchasing  one  or  more  engine  or  engines,  ladders,  fire- 
ooks,  and  other /lecessary  implements,  for  the  purpose  of 
extinguishing  fire,  and  to  defray  the  necessary  contingent 
expenses  of  said  village,  which  said  taxes  shall  be  rated 
and  assessed  upon  the  estates  in  said  village,  real  and  per- 
sonal, among  the  owners  and  occupants,  in  a  just  and  equi- 
table manner,  in  proportion  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  ad- 
vantages and  security  which  each  shall  acquire  thereby,  by 
the  said  trustees.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
trustees  to  call  on  any  and  every  person  or  persons  resid- 
ing in. said  village,  and  so  to  be  assessed  as  aforesaid,  and 
ascertain  from  him,  her  or  them,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  the 
value  of  his,  her  or  their  real  or  personal  estate  so  to  be 
assessed  as  aforesaid,  in  the  like  manner  and  with  such  forms  ' 
as  town  assessors  are  by  law  required  to  observe,  which 
said  taxes  so  to  be  assessed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  collected 
by  the  collector  of  said  village,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
taxes  of  the  county  of  Oswego  are  collected,  with  the  like 
liabilities,  powers  and  privileges  to  be  had,  c:Kercised  and 
enjoyed  by  the  said  village  collector,  as  the  collectors  of 
the  several  towns  by  law  nave,  exercise  and  enjoy,  by  vir- 
tue of  a  warrant  signed  by  the  president  of  the  said  village, 
and  under  the  common  seal  of  said  village,  which  said  war- 
rant shall  be  attached  to  an  assessment  roll  or  tax  list  to  be 
made  and  furnished  by  the  said  board  of  trustees,  which 
said  assessment  roll  or  tax  list  shall  contain  the  names  of 
all  the  taxable  inhabitants  within  said  village,  with  a  de- 
scription of  the  land  and  premises  or  personal  property  so 
assessed' and  taxed,  and  likewise  a  description  of  all  the 
non-resident  lands  and  premises  so  assessed  and  taxed  as 
aforesaid ;  and  the  said  trustees  shall  put  down  in  separate 
columns  in  the  said  assessment  roll  or  tax  list,  the  amount 
^f  taxes  so  to  be  collected  from  the  freeholders  and  inhabi* 
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tants  of  each  side  of  the  Oswego  river,  which  are  to  be  ap* 
plied  for  local  purposes,  and  which  are  to  be  applied  for 
the  general  use  of  said  village  as  aforesaid.  And  the 
amount  so  collected  by  the  said  collector,  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  village :  but  that  nothing  in  this  act 
contained,  shall  authorise  any  tax  to  be  laid  or  assessed  on 
that  part  of  the  Oswego  canal  belonging  to  tfie  people  of 
this  state,  or  any  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  said  peo- 
ple attached  thereto,  nor  on  any  school- house  or  lot,  or  ob 
any  church  or  lot. 

§  6.  The  president  of  said  village,  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  village,  shall  have  the 
exclusive  power  and  authority,  annually  to  grant  licenses 
to  such  and  so  many  persons  as  he  shall  think  proper,  to 
keep  groceries,  ordinaries  and  victualling  houses,  where 
spirituous  liquors  are  intended  to  be  sold  to  be  drunk  in 
such  groceries,  ordinaries  and  victualling  shops  as  aforesaid, 
and  to  retail  spirituous  liquors  to  be  drunk  therein,  and  to 
determine  the  siun  which  each  person  so  licensed  shall  pay 
for  his  said  license,  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  for  each  license  so  granted,  which  sum,  together 
with  fifty  cents  as  a  fee  to  ;the  clerk  of  said  village  for  mak- 
ing out  said  license,  shall  be  paid  to  said  trustees  for  the 
use  of  the  corporation,  before  any  person  requiring  a  license 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same ;  and  every  person  so 
as  aforesaid  licensed,  who  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  play- 
ing with  cards  or  dice,  or  any  kind  of  gambling  by  lot  or 
chance,  in,  about  or  upon  any  part  of  his,  her  or  their  premis- 
es, or  shall  entertain  or  suffer  to  remain  on  his,  her  or  th^ir 
Premises,  any  riotous,  unlawful,  disorderiy  or  noisy  assem- 
lage  or  company,  or  shall  otherwise  keep  a  disorderiy  or 
unwholesome  house  or  grocenr,  he,  she  or  they  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  for  every  such  ofilence,  the  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars ;  and  upon  being  convicted,  or  having  judgment 
passed  against  him,  her  or  them  therefor,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  board  of  trustees  to  revoke  and  annul  said  li- 
cense. 

^«*-  §  7.  It  shall  be  the  particular  duty  of  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  as  soon  as  convenient,  and  within  twenty  days 
after  their  election,  to  assemble  and  choose  some  suitable 
person,  being  an  inhabitant  of  said  village,  to  be  clerk  of 
the  said  board  of  trustees,  and  of  the  corporation ;  and 
whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in,  any  of  the  offices  au- 
thorised and  required  by  this  act,  by  death,  refusal  to  serve, 
removal  or  otherwise,  the  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
the  said  board  of  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  by  ap- 
pointing some  fit  and  proper  peraim  qualified  as  aforesaid,. 
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to  floek  vacant  office,  in  his  or  their  jdace  or  places  y  and 
suek  person  or  persons  so  appointed  by  the  said  board  of* 
tnsfees,  shall  be  thereby  fulij  vested  with  the  ^same  pow- 
ers, privileges  and  duties,  as  if  he  or  they  bad  been  duly 
eleeted  to  the  said  office,  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the  elec- 
tion of  officers ;  and  the  said  trustees  are  hereby  authoris- 
ed to  remove  die  said  clerk  at  their  pleasure,  and  to  ap» 
point  another  in  his  place ;  and  in  case  of  the  absence  or 
inability  to  serve  of  the  said  clerk,  to  appoint  a  clerk  pro 
tern. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  9aid  clerk  to  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  board  oif  trustees,  and  of  the  inhabitants  of 
said  village,  and  to  keep  the  minutes  of  all  the  votes,  or- 
ders, rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws,  as  shall  be  made  at 
the  said  meetings  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village,  and  of 
the  board  of  trustees  respectively,  and  also  to  keep  minutes 
of  all  other  proceedings  had  by  said  inhabitants  or  board  of 
trustees,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  all  which  shall  be  duly  en- 
tered in  a  book  to  be  by  the  said  board  of  trustees  provided 
and  by  him  kept  (or  that  purpose ;  and  all  the  entries  and  re- 
cords in  said  books,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  prima  facie  ev- 
idence of  the  facts  therein  contained  and  stated,  in  all  courts 
Mod  places  whatsoever :  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of 
the  said  clerk,  to  keep  and  preserve  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments belonging  or  appertaining  to  the  concerns  of  the  said 
yiUage,  which  shall  be  deposited  with  him  for  that  purpose, 
and  to  do  all  things  whatsoever  appertaining  to  his  duty  as 
deik,  which  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  said  boanl  of 
trustees. 

§  %,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fire  wardens  of  said  vil-  Fivewn:- 
lage,  to  have  the  custody  and  general  superintendence  of  ^"^' 
the  fire  engines,  hooks,  ladders,  public  cisterns,  and  other 
instruments  and  conveniences  for  the  extinguishment  or 
prevention  of  fires,  and  to  see  the  same  are  kept  in  proper 
order,  and  in  convenient  places,  as  shall  be  directed  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees ;  to  inspect  the  chimnies,  fire-places, 
ovens  and  stoves  in  said  villi^,  and  to  make  report  of  such 
as  are  daneerous  to  the  board  of  trustees,  and  to  prohibit 
the  use  oi  such  as  are  dangerous ;  to  remove  dangerous 
combustibles,  and  all  manner  of  things  and  careless  depo- 
Ills,  whereby  fire  is  likely  to  ensue ;  to  see  that  the  citi- 
zens are  properly  provided  with  fire-buckets ;  and  when- 
ever required  by  the  board  of  trustees,  to  make  a  general 
inspection  throu^  the  village,  relative  to  the  matters  ap- 
pertaining to  theu  office,  and  to  see  that  all  proper  by-laws 
relative  to  the  prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fire  are  du- 
ly executed,  and  to  naJLe  annual  reports  of  their  prooeed- 
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'  ingsf,  and  the  state  of  their  departmentSy.te  the  firesideiit  ot 
the  said  village,  and  oiteneri  if  thereto  by  the  said  boaxd  of 
trustees  required. 

jVndi.  §  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  said  vil- 

lage, to  receive  and  keep,  for  the  use  of  the  corporation,  all 
monies  and  funds  belonging  to  said  corporation ;  and  it  i» 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  of  the 
'  other  officers  of  the  said  village,  and  of  every  other  person 
or  persons,  to  or  in  whose'  hands  any  monies,  belonging  to 
said  corporation,  or  for  its  use,  may  come,  to  pay  the  same 
over  to  the  said  treasurer ;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty 
of  the  said  treasurer,  to  pay  out  of  any  monies  in  his  handa^ 
any  and  all  accounts  Pud  demands,  when  duly  audited  and 
allowed  by  the  said  board  of  trustees,  upon  their  order^ 
and  all  other  sums  upon  their  legal  requirement,  to  be  sig- 
nified to  him  by  the  order  of  the  president  of  the  said  vil- 
lage, countersigned  by  the  clerk,  and  at  the  esypiration  of 
his  office,  to  pay  over  to  his  successor  in  office  the  balance 
of  the  funds  in  his  bands,  and  to  deliver  all  vouchers  and 
documents  pertaining  to  his  office,  into  the  possession  of 
his  said  successor,  and  to  report  to  the  president  of  the 
village,  at  the  expiration  of  each  year,  the  state  of  the  vil-^ 
lage  funds,  the  amount  by  him  received,  and  on  what  ae« 
count,  and  the  an^ount  paid  out  by  him  as  such  treasurer, 
to  whom,  apd  on  what  account,  and  on  what  vouchers  ^ 
and  the  treasurer  and  collector  of  said  village  shall  respee- 
tively,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  said  offi-* 
Gcs,  each  for  himself,  give  a  bond  to  the  trustees  of  the  vil^ 
lage  of  Oswego,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  then 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  board  of  trustees,  condition- 
ed for  the  faithful  performance  by  them  of  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  and  for  their  severally  accounting 
and  paying  over  all  monies  of  the  said  corporation  whieh 
shall  or  may  come  to  their  hands  respectively,  upon  any 
account  whatever. 

§  IL  Each  of  the  officers  elected  or  appointed  by  virtue 
of  this  act,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
and  within  twenty  days  after  his  election  or  appointment, 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office,  according  to  the  best  of  his  ability  ; 
which  oath  may  be  administered  by  any  justice  of  the 
^hof  of-  peace,  judge,  or  comuiissioner  to  take  affidavits  in  the  eoun- 
ty  of  Oswego ;  and  in  case  any  person  elected  or  appointed 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  not  take  upon  himself  the  duties 
thereof,  within  twenty  days  next  after  his  said  apponatment 
or  election,  by  taking  the  oath  and  giving  the  bonds  pre^ 
scribed  by  this  act,  or  if  such  person  shall  ne^ect  or  xefaae 
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to  act  in  kts  said  office,  after  takkig  the  oath  and  giving  the 
bonds  aforesaid,  he  ahall  forfeit  and  pay  the  •  sum  of  five 
doUars  to  the  said  board  of  trustees,  for  every  s«ich  neglect 
and  refusal,  to  the  ase  of  the  said  corporation,  to  be  reco-> 
Tered,  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
tli6  county  of  Oswego  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
beard  of  trustees  to  supply  the  place  of  such  person,  on  his 
ne^ecting  or  refusing  as  afoi^said,  by  a  new  appointtnent 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this  act. 

§  1^.  All  the  roads,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  within  theRoOk 
sa^d  village,  laid  out  for  public  uses  in  said  village,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  as  the  same  are  designated  upon  the  plot 
thereof  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  this  state,  shaH 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  public  highways  ; 
and  the  said  village  of  Oswego  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
two  road  districts  ;  diat  all  the  territory  contained  within 
the  boundaries  of  s^d  village,  on  the  w^st  side  of  the  riv6r^ 
shall  foe  considered  as  one  road  district ;  and  that  all  the  ter> 
ritory  contained  within  the  boundaries  of  said  village,  on  the 
east  side  of  the  river,  shall  be  the  other  road  didtrict ;  aii4 
that  the  said  road  districts  shall  be  subject  to  be  subdivided 
by  the  trustees  of  said  village  ;  and  that  the  same  be  ex- 
empt from  the  sQperintendence  of  the  commissioners  of 
highways,  either  of  the  tdwn  of  Oswego,  or  of  the  town  of 
Scriba ;  and  the  said  trustees  of  the  village  of  Oswego  shall 
hav^  all  the  powers  over  the  said  road  districts,  and  dis* 
charge  all  the  duties  which  by  law  are  given  to  and  ecf- 
joined  upon  the  said  commissioners  of  highways,  and  sub- 
jeet  to  the  like  restrictions  and  appeals  ;  and  it  is  hereby 
declared  lawftil,  and  made  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  within  thirty  days  after 
the  annud  election  of  village  officers  shall  have  been  held, 
to  appoint  one  overseer  to  each  and  every  subdivision  of 
said  road  districts,  as  shall  be  laid  out  by  said  trustees ; 
which  said  overseers  shall  each  reside  within  the  bounda 
of  the  suhdiviriottfor  which  he  shali  be  appointed  overs^eer, 
and  «faall  have  all  the  powers,  and  dineharge  all  the  dutiear 
in  their  several  districts  or  subdivisions,  which  by  law.  are 
given  to  or  enjdned  upon  other  overseers  of  highways, 
giving  m  their  lists,  and  being  accountable  to  said  trustees, 
in  -ttie  same  manner  as  other  overseers  of  highways  are 
boond  by  law  to  do  to  the  town  clerics,  and  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  highways :  And  in  ease  of  vacancy  of  overseers 
of  highways,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  trus- 
tees to  fin  such  vacancy,  in  the  same  mann*er  as  prescribed 
in  this  act  for  Wing  otfier  vacancies ;  and  that  all  the  mo- 
ney raised  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Scriba  and 
Oswego,  for  the  improvetiient  of  highways  and  bridges. 
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which  shsll  be  assessed  upcm  and  collected  from  the  per-^ 
sons  or  property  within  the  boundaries  of  said  village  of 
Oswego,  in  said  towns,  shall,  when  collected,  be  paid  bj 
die  coUectoi^s  of  said  towns,  respectively,  or  b j  any  person, 
into  whose  hands  the  same  shall  come,  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  villa^ ;  which  said  money  shall  be  divided  by  the 
trustees  ot  said  village,  and  laid  out  for  the  improvement  of 
roads  and  streets  in  said  village,  on  that  side. of  the  said 
Oswego  river  where  the  same  was  assessed  and  collected. 

streetf.  §  13.  tt  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  to  cause  any  street  laid  out  in  said  village,  as  de» 
signated  upon^ie  map  or  plot  thereof,  to  be  opened,  when- 
ever and  as  often  as  they  shall  judge  the  public  good  shall 
require  the .  same  to  be  done  ;  also  to  cause  common  sew* 
ers,  drains  and  vaults  to  be  made  in  any  part  of  said  village, 
and  to  order  and  direct  the  pitching,  levelling,  raising,  re- 
pairing, amending,  flaegine,  paving  or  graveling  any  of  the 
streets  within  the  saidvilmge,  and  cause  to  be  made  an  es- 
timate of  the  expense  of  conforming  to  such  regulations^ 
«  '  and  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  thereof  among  the 
owners,  occupants  and  others  interested  in  all  the  houses 
or  lots  intended  to  be  benefited  thereby,  in  proportion,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  benefits  or  advantages  which  each 
shall  be  deemed  to  acquire  thereby ;  and  the  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  appoint  five  disinterested  fireeholders  of  the

tiv.e.ly,  on  demand,  pay  to  such  person  as  shall  be  authorised 
byXttie  said  board  of  trustees  to  receive  the  same,  the  sum  at 
which  such  house  or  lot  shall  be  assessed,  to  be  applied 
towards  making,  altering,  amending,  pitching,  flagging,  pav- 
ing or  gravelling  such  streets,  and  the  making  and  repair- 
ing such  vaults  and  sewers,  as  aforesaid;  or  in  de&ult  of 
such  payment,  or  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
such  board  of  trustees  of  the  village,  by  warrant  under  die 
seal  of  said  village,  and  under  the  hand  of  the  president 
thereof,  to  levy  the  same  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods 
uA  chattels  ef  such  owner,  oocupant,  or  other  person  in- 
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terested  therein,  refusing  and  neglecting  to  pay  the  same, 
rendering  the  overploe,  if  any,  ffter  deducting  the  costs 
and  charges  of  such  dis^ess  and  sale,  to  such  owner  or  oc- 
cupant, or  ottier  person  interested  therein,  or  his,  her  or 
their  legal  representative ;  but  nothing  in  this  act  contain- 
ed, shall  affect  any  agreement  between  any  landlord  and  te- 
nant, respecting  the  pajrment  of  any  such  charges ;  but 
they  shall  be  answerable  to  each  other,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed  :  And  further,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  person  who  may  conceive  himself  or  her-

§  1.  Isaac  T.  Lewis,  Stephen  Fowler  and  John  Colt,  or 
any  two  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to 
l&y  out  a  public  highway,  four  rods  wide,  from  such  place 
on  the  new  state  road  between  the  town  of  Bethany  and 
the  WQSt  Hne  of  the  town  of  York,  as  they  shall  think  pro- 
per, on  the  nearest  and  most  practicable  route,  to  the  vil- 
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lage  of  Fowleryilte ;  thence  easterly  to  the  state'road,  at 
some  place  in  the  towns  of  Avon  or  Lima,  as  they,  the  said 
eommissioners,  shall  deem  most  conducive  to  the  public 
good.

road  as  shall  fall  within  each  town,  to  be  filed  in  the  clerks' 
offices  of  such  towns^  respectively;  and  if  said  road  shall 
be  laid  through  any  improved  lands,  the  damages  shall  be 
appraised  and  paid,  and  the  road  opened  and  improved,  in 
the  same  manner  as  prescribed  in  Chapter  XVI.,  Title  I. 
and  Article  Fourth  of  the  First  Part  of  the  Revised  Sta- 
tutes ;  and  the  commissioners,  and  their  surveyors,  shall 
be  allowed  each  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  for  the 
time  they  shall  be  necessarily  employed  in  the  duties 
aforesaid.

§  1.  William  Bard,  Hunting  Sherrill,  and  all  such  per^  Gotpontioa 
«ons  as  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  c'***^ 
tire  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in 
name  and  in  fact,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^*  The  Hyde- 
Park  Ferry  Company/*  and  shall  have  the  sole  privilege  of 
keeping  a  ferry  at  the  aforementioned  place,  and  that  they

Catskili,  in  the  county  of  Greene,  from  time  to  time,  by 
writing  under  the  seal  of  jthecbrporation,  to  grant  license  to 
such  and  so  many  persons  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to 
keep  groceries,  victualine-houses  and  oyster-houses,  in  the 
said  village,  where  spirituous  liquors  may  be  sold  to  be 
drunk  therein,  and  to  receive  for  each  license  such  sum  as 
they  shall  think  proper,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol« 
lars.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Monroe  Manufacturing 
Company* 

Pasi«ed  March  28, 1828. 

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  New-York^  r^esented  in 
Senate  and  Aeeembly^  do  enact  aefoUowe : 

§  1.  Roger  Parmele,  Henry  McFarlan,  Hudson  McFarlan,  Cotpttrntiim 
and  such  other  persons  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  as-  ^'^*^^' 
eociated  with  them,  are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and 
declared  to  be  a  body  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the 
name  of  the  Monroe  Manufacturing  Company,  for  the  p4r^ 
pose  of  manufacturing  iron,  steel,  hoops,  sheet-iron,  nails, 
shovels,  and  other  articles,  at  Monroe,  in  the  county  of 
Orange,  and  carrying  on  the  business  of  such  maufactory. 

§  2.  The  captal  stock  of  the  c<Hporation  shall  be  one  (h^ta 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  '^^^* 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  but  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  corporation,  when  fifty  thousand  doUars 
of  such  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  in,  to

Qomma^  §  1.  Harlow  Beach,  John  Pierce,  and  James  Hammond, 
•ioMn.  ^  g^ny  two  of  them,  are  hereby  apppointed  cotomissioners 
to  lay  out  a  road  of  the  width  of  four  rods,  from  the  village 
of  Lodi,  in  the  county  of  Cattaraugus,  to  the  village  of 
Jamestown,  in  the  county  of  Chautauque,  on  the  most  di- 
rect and  eligible  route. 

ifupand  §  2.  After  the  said  road  shall  he  laid  out,  the  said  com* 
Aeia Botes,  missioners  shall  cause  to  be  made  an  accurate  map  of  so 
much  of  the  same  as  shall  be  in  each  of  the  aforesaid  coun- 
ties, and  cause  the  same,  with  the  field  notes  of  the  survey, 
to  be  filed  in  the  cleiks'  oflSces  of  such  counties  respective- 
ly, and  they  shall  also  cause  a  like  map  of  so  much  of  said 
road  as  shall  fall  in  each  town  through  which  it  may  pass, 
and  cause  the  same,  with  the  field  notes  of  the  survey,  to 
be  filed  in  the  clerks'  offices  of  such  towns  respectively.

Passed  March  28,  1828. 

T%e  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  The  trustees  of  the  village  of  Salina,  shall  in  law  be  Powmof 
capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  receiving  and  conveying  ^^^'''Jf** 
any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  use  of  said  village,  pro- 
vided such  real  estate  be  situated  within  the  same,  and  shall 
have  power  to  erect  any  public  buildings  for  the  use  of  said 
village ;  to  lay  out  and  open  streets  and  alleys,  and  improve 
the  same ;  to  appoint  a  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and 
procure  standards  of  weights  and  measures ;  t6  construct 
wharves  and  basins  for  boats,  under  the  direction  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  canal  commissioners ;  to  make  any  ne- 
cessary repairs  or  improvements  in  said  village ;  to  make 
reasonable  compensation  to  the  oflScers  of  the  corporation; 
to  raise  money  by  tax  to  carry  into  eifect  the  above  men- 
tioned powers :  but  no  tax  shall  be  levied,  or  monies  raised 
or  assessed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  no  purchase  or 
sale  of  any  real  estate  made,  and  no  public  buildings  erect- 
ed or  disposed  of  by  the  said  corporation,  w^ithout  the"  con- 
sent of  the  freeholders  and  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  vil* 
lage  in  open  meeting,  duly  warned,  first  had  and  expressed 
by  a  majority  of  votes  then  and  there  given ;  and  in  case 
they  shall  vote  to  raise  any  money  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  specified  for  what  purpose  such  sum,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  appropriated,  as  far  as  may  be  conve- 
nient. 

S  2.  Road  districts  numbers  two  and  three,  in  the  town  of  Roadf, 
Salina,  are  hereby  exempted  from  the  superintendence  of 
the  commissioners  of  highways  of  the  town  of  Salina,  and 
the  said  trustees  of  the  village  of  Salina  shall  have  the  same 
power^over  the  said  road  districts,  and  discharge  all  the 
duties  which  by  law  are  given  and  enjoined  upon  commis- 
sioners of  highways,  and  subject  to  the  like  restrictions ;

village,  or  a  majority  of  those  assembled  at  the  time  and 
place  of  a  fire,  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  thiB  same, 
or  of  preventing  its  probable  e^Ltension  or  communication 
to  other  buildings ;  relative  to  restraining  geese,  swinci 
horses  or  cattle  of  any  kind,  within  the  limits  of  the  corpo- 
ration ;  relative  to  a  common  pound ;  relative  to  a  village 
watch,  and  lighting  the  streets,  and  relative  to  any  thing 
whatsoever  that  may  concern  the  police  and  good  govern-

the  aaid  notice,  and  to  pay  the  expenses  of  said  notice, 
within  the  said  period,  then  and  in  that  ease  it  shall  be

AN  ACT  for  the  Establishment  of  a  superior  Court 
of  Law  in  the  City  of  New- York. 

Passed  March  31, 1838. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aeeembly^  do  enact  asfoUows : 

§  1.  There  shall  be  and  hereby  is  established,  within  Name, 
the  city  and  county  of  New'-York,  a  court,  to  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  of  ^^  The  Superior  Court  of  the  City 
of  New- York ;"  which  court  shall  consist  of  a  chief  justice, 
and  two  associate  justices. 

§  S.  The  said  chief  justice,  and  the  two  associate  justi-  JnsticM. 
aes,  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  governor,, 
with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  and  all  vacancies  in  the 
said  offices  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  supplied  in  like 
manner.  The  said  justices,  when  appointed,  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  removal,  in  like  manner  as  judges  of  the  county  courts. 

§  3.  The  said  court  shall  be  held  at  the  city-hall  of  the  tctim. 
city  of  New- York,  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month ;

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
incorporate  the  Village  of  Ithaca,"  passed  April 
2,  1821. 

Passed  March  31,  1828. 

TTic  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  On  the  second  Tuesday  of  May  next,  and  on  every- EiecUoa  of 
second  Tuesday  of  May  thereafter,  the  freeholders  and  in-  ^•*«**- 
habitants  of  the  village  of  Ithaca,  who  are  qualified  to  vote 
jat  town-meetings,  may  elect  seven  trustees,  who  are  to  be 
qualified  in  the  manner,  and  when  chosen,  shall  possess 
the  several  powers  and  rights  now  vested  in  the  trustees  of 
the  said  village. 


§  2.  The  trustees  of  the  said  village  are  hereby  author-  Tnuteei  to 
ised  and  empowered,  after  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next,  SSS?. 
to  appoint,  by  warrant,  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  a  clerk,  pound-keeper,  and  one  or  more  overseers  of 
liighways,  for  the  said  village ;  which  officers,  when  so  ap- 
pointed, shall  possess  the  several  powers,  and  be  subject  to 
the  like  regulations,  as  are  specified  in  the  act  hereby-

ton  or  woollen,  in  the  county  of  Gienesee,  in  this  state,  and 
carrying  on  the  business  incident  to  said  manufactories,  in 
the  county  aforesaid,  are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and 
declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the  name  of  the  ^^The  Attica  Manufacturmg 
Company,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  -their  successors 
I  shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  be  persons  in 
law  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  sueing 
-  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering 
and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,'  in  all  manner  of  actions,

Mflitk  §  ].  The  officer  eommandiDg  the  company  raised  in  pur- 
^j^^  suance  of  the  tenth  section  of  Uie  act  hereby  amended,  may 
enlist  into  the  said  company,  from  the  village  of  Auburn,  or 
within  one  mile  of  the  state  prison  at  Auburn,  from  persons

termine when  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  improved, 
and  the  elevations  reduced,  as  required  by  an  act  passed 
March  15th,  1827.

City  Stock,"  on  the  first  day  of  Maj  next,  at  which  time 
the  same  becotnes  due,  unless  by  creating  a  new  fimded 
debt  for  part  of  the  amount,  or  procuring  the  same  by  loan 
on  their  bonds :  Therefore, 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  repreeented  tn 
Senate  and  AssenMy^  do  enact  asfoUows  :

front  of  aaid  city,  being  in  front  of  any  lot  on  the  wharf,  or  in 
front  of  any  pier  lot,  or  to  order  and  direct  the  excavating^ 
deepening  or  cleansing  any  part  of  the  Hudson  river,  in  front 
of  any  wharf  or  pier  lot ;  and  the  expense  of  such  excava- 
tion, deepening  or  cleansing  shall  be  apportioned  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  prescribed  in  and  by  the  fourth  section  of  this 
aet,  for  the  apportionment  of  the  expense  of  any  improve- 
ment mentioned  in  said  section  ;  and  the  account  for  the  ex- 
pense thus  apportioned,  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon  the 
lot  or  lots  tq>on  which  the  same  shall  be  apportioned  until 
paid  ;  and  if  not  paid  when  demanded,  shall  be  collected  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  last  preceding  section,  for  the 
collection  of  any  account  made  and  incurred  for  any  im- 
provement, as  in  this  act  specified. 

§  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  affect  any  agree*  Landioid& 
ment  between  any  landlord  and  tenant,  respecting  the  pay-*      * 
ment  of  any  charges  or  apportionment  as  in  this  act  express- 
ed ;  but  they  shall  be  answerable  to  each  other  in  the  same 
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manner  as  if  this  act  had  never  passed;  a9d  if  any  niime|r 
so,  charged  shall  be  paid  by  any  person  when  by  agreement 
or  by  law  the  same  ought  to  have  been  bprne  or  paid  by 
som9  other  person^  then  it  shall  be  law:ful  for  the  j^rson 
paying  the  same  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same,  with  in- 
terest and  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance 
thereof,  as  so  much  money  paid  for  the  use  of  the  person 
who  ought  to  have  paid  the  s^m^ ;  and  the  account  afore- 
said, with  proof  of  payment,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in^ 
such  suit.

^naie  and  AssenMy^  do  enact  as/oUowe  : 

§  1.  All  acknowledgments  or  affidavits  taken,  and  all 
certificates  of  such  acknowledgments  or  affidavits  made  by 
^ny  commissioner  to  acknowledge  deeds  in  the  county  of 
Madison  since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors, and  before  the  first  day  of  January  last,  in  said  coun- 
ty, are  hereby  confirmed. 
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AN  ACT  to  alter  the  Time  of  holding  Town- 
Meetings  in  the  Town  of  Portage,  in  the  County 
of  Allegany: 

Passed  April  6,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represesAed  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  From  and  after  the- first  dajof  Maj  next,  tbe  annu^ 
al  town-meetings  of  the  town  of  Portage,  in  the  count7  of 
Allegany,  shall  be  held  on  tbe  first  Tuesday  of  Mareh^  in 
each  and  every  year. 

Chap.  161. 

AN  ACT  io  incorporate  the  Village  of  Brownville. 

Passed  April  5,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neio-Tork,  represe^ed  in 
Senate  and  AasenMj/y  do  enact  asfoUows  : 

§  1.  All  that  part  of  the  county  of  Jefferson,  comprise^  ^ 

*  within  the  following  bounds,  to  wit :  Beginning  on  the 
nortik  margin  of  the  Black  riyer,  at  the  southeast  conier  of 
a  two  story  stone  store-house,  standing  n^eiarest  to  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  bridge  across  the  Black,  river,  at 
the  village  of  Brownville ;  thence  east  to  a  point-diie  south 
of  the  centre  of  the  upper  bridge  across  Philomel  creek ; 
thence  north  to  the  north  line  of  a  lot  owned  by  James 
Shields;  thence  north  eighty  degrees  west,  to  the  north 
side  of  the  Chaumont  tornpike ;  thence  along  said  north 
side,  to  a  point  due  north  of  the  west  line  of  a  lot  owned  by 
Austin  Cadweil,  lying  on  the  west  side  of  Pranklin-street ; 

.thenbe  south  to  the  north  side  of  Basin-street ;  thence  west 
along  the  same,  to  the  west  line  of  Levi  Torrey's  brick-yard 
lot ;  thence  southwest,  to  the  south  margin  of  Black  river ; 
thence  easterly  along  the  said  south  margin,  at  high  wa- 
ter mark,  to  the  south  end  of  the  dam  across  said  riv:er; 
thence  northeasterly  in  a  direct  line,  to  the  place  of  be- 
giniriri^,  shall  hereafter  be  known  and  distinguished  by 
the  name  of  "  The  Village  of  Brownville,"  and  by  that  jg^^ 
name  the  inhabitants  resimng  within  the  limits  aforesaid, 
shall  henceforth  and  forever  be  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  '^  The  Village 
of  BrownvlUe,"  by  "sirhich  name,  they  and  their  successors, 
shall  have  perpetual  suc^eteion,  and  in  law  be  capiaSle  of 
tfuing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  bei^g  intpleamd,  an* 
awenhg  tod  being  answei^d  unto,  defendin|f  and  being  de-

fended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  in  all  mair-' 
net  of  actions,  causes  and  complaints,  whatsoever ;  maj 
adopt  a  c<N|ioration  seal,  imd  chap^  and  alter  it  at  pleasure ; 
they  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  or  conveying 
any  estate  or  property,  real  or  personal,  for  their  public  use, 
and  of  raising  money  by  tax,  for  all  purposes  which  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  said  corporation  may,  from  time  to  time, 
'  require. 

TniAtee*.  $  ^-  ^<^  ^^^  protection  of  the  rights  and  the  general  eood 
government  of  said  village,  the  following  officers  shaU,  on 
tne  first  Monday  in  May  next,  and  annually  thereafter,  by 
ballot,  be  elected,  viz:  Five  trustees,  tlu^e  assessors,  one 
treasureff  one  collector  and  one  constable,  all  of  whom

duct near  any  dwelling-house ;  to  prevent  immoderate  rid- 
ins  or  driving  horses  in  the  streets ;  to  prevent  leading, 
riding  or  driving  horses  or  other  cattle  upon  the  side-walks 
of  the  streets,  or  other  improper  places ;  to  prevent  the  im- 
moderate beating  and  all  other  inhuman  treatment  of  horses, 
cattle,  or  other  beasts,  in  the  streets ;  to  prevent  the  firing 
of  any  fire-arms,  and  fire-works  of  every  description,  with- 
in the  village  ;  to  prevent  or  extinguish  destructive  fires  ; 
to  prevent,  abate  or  remove  any  nuisances,  the  trustees 
being  hereby  empowered  to  decide  what  are  or  may  be  nui- 
sances ;  to  prevent  and  remove  any  encroachment  or  incum- 
brance upon  any  street  or  side-walk,  or  other  public  place 
or  property  of  the  said  village ;  to  regulate  the  places,  man- 
ner and  price  of  weighing  hay ;  to  regulate  slaughter-hous- 
es ;  to  reeulate  the  keepme  and  transporting  through  the 
village,  of  gunpowder,  and  other  hiAly  combustible  and 
dangerous  materials,  and  the  imprudent  use  of  lights  in 
livery  and  cither  sfaUes  and  barns ;  to  prevent  ilni^afe  de- 
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posites  of  ashes ;  to  require  all  householders  to  keep  suijk 
aUe  fire-buckets  and  ladders  to  their  houses,  and  which 
are  hereby  exempted  from  seizure,  distress  or  sale,  but 
held  as  appurtenances  to  the  real  estate  to  which  they  are 
attached  ;  to  enclose  and  regulate  the  public  burial  ground ; 
to  restrain  from  running  at  large  within  the  village,  all  de- 
scriptions of  beasts  or  fowls ;  to  restrain  and  punish  ya- 
.  grants  by  fine,  and  when  fines  are  insufficient,  then  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail ;  to  establish  and  regulate 
hay-soales  and  public  markets ;  to  improve  the  streets  ;  to 
prevent  or  regulate  the  times  and  places  for  bathing  in  the 
river,  within  sight  of  the  bounds  of  the  village ;  to  prescribe 
the  duties  and  privileges  of  the  several  officers  of  the  cor- 
poration ;  to  regulate  their  fees,  and  provide  for  the  pay-

scribe  and  publish  such  reasonable  fines  and  penalties  for

§  16.  Whenever  it  may  be  necessary,  according  to  the  Aiiev- 
provisions  of  this  act,  to  raise  any  money  by  tax,  the  presi-  ^^^*' 
dent,  by  order  of  the- trustees,  shall  issue,  under  his  hand, 
directions  to  the  assessors  to  assess  the  same,  stating  the^ 
amount  of  snqh  tax,  the  object  and  purpose  for  which  it  may 
be  iirtended,  and  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  relative  to  the 
jiropriety  of  assessing  the  same  as  a  general  and  equal  tax,

transport,  take  and  carry  property  and  persons  upon  the 
same,  by  the  power  and  force  t>f  steam,  of  animals,  or  of 
any  mechanical  or  other  power,  or  of  any  combination  of 
them,  which  the  said  corporation  may  choose  to  employ.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  "  National  Academy 
of  Design.'^ 

Massed  April  5^  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  foUotps  : 

§  1.  There  shall  b^  established,  and  located  in  tjie  city  Name. 
of  New- York,  a  society  by  the  name  of  the  "  National  Aca- 
demy of  Design.'^ 
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Cvrpottdpa  §  8*  Samuel  F.  B.  Morse,  Henry  Inman,  Thomas  Sv 
ct«v«d.  Gumming)  John  L.  Morton,  Asher  B.  Durand,  Charles 
Ingham,  Frederick  S.  Agate,  Greorge  Catlin,  Thomas  Cole, 
aM  such  other  persons  as  now  are  or  hereafter  shall  be- 
eome  members  of  said  society,  are  hereby  constituted  a  bo- 
dy corporate,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  continue  to 
be  so  incorporated,  until  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight. 

Rnies.  §  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  of  prescrib- 
ii^rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission  of  members,  and 
for  expelling  them  for  the  non-observance  of  its  by-laws. 

(Otipct.  §  4.  The  object  of  this  society  is,  the  cultivation  and  ex- 
tension of  the  arts  of  design,  and  its  funds  shall  be  employ- 
ed in  promoting  that  object. 

E^te.  §  5.  This  corporation  may  purchase,  hold,  Idase  and  con- 
vey, real  and  personal  estate,  for  its  use  and  benefit ;  but 
the  annual  income  of  the  same  (exclusive^  of  the  statues, 
paintings,  engravings,  drawings,  models,  and  other  speci" 
mens  oi  the  arts,  and  of  the  ouildings  that  may  be  used 
for  the  preservation  or  exhibition  of  the  same,)  shall  not 
at  any  time  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

Powers  §  6*  '^hi^  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers^ 
aidKftric-and  be  subject  to  the  general  restrictions  and  liabilities 
prescribed  in  the  third  Title  of  the  eighteenth  Chapter  of 
the  First  Part  of  the  Revised  Statutes ;  and  the  legislature 
reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  alter,  modify  or  repeal 
this  act  at  any  time.

AN  ACT  requiring  the  Stockholders  of  the  Johns- 
town Turnpike  Company  to  abandon  thefr  Road, 
to  declare  the  same  a  Public  Highway,  and  to 
vest  the  Title  to  said  Road  in  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  several  Towns  through  which  the  same 
passes. 

Passed  April  6, 1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
V  Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  foUows  : 
ComDony      §  1.  The  Said  company  are  hereby  released  from  the 
*  **^*  •     fnrtlier  maintenance  of  paid  turnpike  road,  including  all 
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bridges  on  the  same  ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said 
companj,  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  to  erect  or  keep  up 
any  gafe  or  gates  on  the  said  road :  And  further^  that  the 
said  company  are  required,  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
to  abandon  the  said  road,  and  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Johnstown  turnpike  company,"  passed  April 
18, 1815,  and  so  much  of  an  act  relative  to  the  Johnstown 
turnpike  company,  passed  April  14, 1827,  as  relates  to  that 
part  of  the  turnpike  lying  westerly  of  the  village  of  Johns- 
town, are  hereby  repealed ;  but  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  operate  to  discharge  the  said  company  from 
any  liability  which  they  may  have  heretofore  incurred. 

§  2.  The  said  turnpike  road  leading  from  the  village  ^^^^^yi^^^ 
Johnstown  to  the  house  of  John  C.  Nellis,  in  the  town  of  higbway. 
Oppenheim,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  shall  be  and  re* 
main  a  public  highway ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  pf  the  com- 
missioners of  highways  of  the  several  towns  through  which 
such  road  passes,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  divided  into  road 
districts,  worked  and  repaired,  in  the  manner  other  roads 
are  by  law  directed  to  be  worked  and  repaired  in  said 
towns,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passing  of  this  act. 

§  3.  The  title  to  said  road  shall  be  ^'es^d  in  the  inhabit-  Title  ten- 
ants of  the  several  towns  through  which  the  same  passes,  **"*  ^**^" - 
so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  a 
public  highway  ;  ayd  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
the  stockholders  of  said  turnpike  shall  have  no  claim  or  title 
to  the  said  road,  or  the  soil  over  which  the  same  passes, 
under  any  pretence  whatever.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Act,  entitled  "  An  Act  for 
the  Safety  of  Passengers  in  Steam-Boats,  and 
Travellers  by  Land  and  by  Water,"  passed  April 
17,  1826. 

Passed  April  6,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neio-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 
LtBding  §  1.  Whenever  any  passenger  is  about  to  be  landed  from 
FMnngen.  ^^y  steam-boat  navigating  the  waters  of  this  state,  and  such 
steam-boat  shall  not  be  so  near  the  shore  that  the  passen- 
ger can  be  landed  immediately  from  the  steam-boat  on  the 
shore,  no  passenser  shall  be  put  or  suffered  to  go  into  any 
small  boat,  for  the  purpose  of  being  landed,  until  such 
small  boat  shall  be  completely  afloat,  and  wholly  disengag- 
ed from  the  steam-boat,  except  by  a  painter. 

Bosine  to  §  2.  While  any  passenger  is  getting  into  a  small  boat 
be  itoppcd.  Q-Qin  a  sieam-boat,  lor  the  purpose  of  being  landed,  the  en- 
gine of  ^he  steam-boat  shall  be  stopped,  and  when  any  pas- 
senger is  taken  on  board  of  any  small  boat  belonging  to  any 
steam-boat,  the  engine  of  such  steam-boat  shall  be  stopped, 
while  such  small  boat  is  at  the  shore^  and  until  such  pas- 
senger shall  have  left  the  small  boat  and  be  on  board  the 
steam-boat,  except  as  herein  after  specified. 

Line.  §  3.  Passcngcrs  may  be  landed  in  a  small  boat,  by  means 
.  of  a  line  from  the  steam-boat,  and  boats  irbm  the  shore 
containing  passengers  may  be  drawn  to  a  stetun-boat,  by 
means  of  a  line  hauled  in  by  hand ;  but  in  no  case  shall 
the  line  be  attached  to  or  hauled  in  by  the  machinery  of  the 
steam-boat. 

Vnexaiion.  §  4.  During  the  time  of  landing  and  receiving  any  pas- 
senger, the  engine  of  the  steam-boat  shall  not  be  put  in  mo- 
tion, except,  first,  to  give  sufficient  force  to  carry  the  small 
boat  to  the  shore ;  or  second,  to  keep  the  steam-boat  in 
proper  direction,  and  to  prevent  her  from  drifting  or  being 
driven  on  shore. 

Oars.  §  5.  In  every  small  boat,  while  landing  or  receiving  any 
passenger  from  or  on  board  of  any  steam-boat,  there  shaU 
be  kept  a  good  and  sufficient  pair  of  oars,  suitable  for  such 
ismall  boat,  and  in  landing  or  receiving  any  passenger  in  the 
nfght  tfane,  (here  shall  l^  a  signal  gjiven  from  the  small 
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boat  at  the  shore,  by  means  of  a  horn  or  trumpet,  to  enable 
those  having  charge  on  board  the  steaih-boat,  to  determine 
when  the  small  boat,  haying  landed  or  received  her  passen- 
gers, is  ready  to  leave  the  shore. 

§  6.  If  any  master  of  any  steam-boat,  or  if  any  person  PeudSj* 
having  the  charge  or  command  of  any  8team«boat,  shall  cause 
or  permit  any  passenger  to  be  landed  or  taken  on  board  of 
any  steam-boat,  contrary  to,  or  shall  violate  any.of  the  provi- 
sions contained  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt, 
with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof, 
by  any  person  suing  for  the  same. 

§  7.  In  case  any  line  used  for  the  purpose  of  landing  or  Mudem^a* 
receiving  passengers,  shall  be  attached  in  any  way  to  the  '^' 
machinery  of  any  steam-boat,  or  the  small  boat  shall  be 
hauled  in  by  means  of  such  machinery,  the  person  having 
the.  command  or  charge  of  such  steam-boat,  shall  be  deem- 
ed guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  pu- 
nished by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court  before  which  such  conviction  shall  be  had ;  but 
such  fine  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,    ^ 
and  such  imprisonment,  three  months. 

§  8.  The  second  section  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  and  Biopedi 
the  third,  fourth  and   fifth  sections  of  Title  X.,  Chapter 
XX.  of  the  First  Part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  are  hereby 
repealed  ;  and  the  revisers  of  the  Statutes,  in  publishing    Duty  of 
the  said  twentieth  Chapter,  shall  omit  the  several  sections  ~^"**"' 
of  that  Chapter  hereby  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  shall 
insert  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  sections  of  this  act ;

tlSm  §  *•  '^^  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Onondaga,  are 
*  '  '  hereby  authorised  to  cause  to  be  assessed,  levied,  collect- 
ed and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  said  county,  in  the  same 
manner  that  the  ordinary  county  charges  are  by  law  direct- 
ed to  be  levied,  collected  and  paid,  the  sum  of-ten  thousand 
dollars,  over  and  above  the  ordinary  fees  of  collecting;  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new  conrt-houSse  and  jail.  The 
said  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  be  raised,  levied  and 
collected,  in  three  or  four  in8talments,{as  the  said  supervi- 
sors shall  deem  proper ;  and 'that  the  first  of  said  instaU 
ments  may  be  assessed  and  levied  in  either  of  the  years 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-nine,  or  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty,  as  the  said 
board  of  supervisors  shall  determine  to  be  most  for  the  in- 
terest of  said  county.

§  1.  The  Trustees  of  St.  Lawrence  academy  are  hereby 
authorised  to  sell,  in  wbple  or  in  part,  and  convey  in  fee 
simple  or  otherwise,  tfiie  lot  of  land  sranted  by  the  act  here- 
by amended,  and  to  invest  the  avails  of  said  land  in  a  per- 
manent fund,  the  annual  income  of  which  shall  be  appro- 
priated for  the  payment  of  the  wages  of  the  tutors  in  the 
said  academy,  and  for  no  other  purpose.

AN  ACT  authorising  the  Appointment  of  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  for  the  Fifth  Ward  of  the  City  of 
Albany. 

Passed  April  5, 1828. 

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  New-Vork^  represented  w 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  a$ follows : 

§  1.  The  Governor  shall  nominate,  and  with  the  consent  AimtSceW 
of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  jJ^J^*^ 
fifth  ward  of  the  city  of  Albany,  who  shall  have,  exercise 
and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileged  of  a  justice  o^  .he 
peace,  as  to  keeping  of  the  peace  in  said  city  and  county  of 
Albany  ;  and  in  case  any  oflbnce,  under  the  degree  of 
grand  larceny,  be  committed  within  the  city  and  county  of  , 
Albany,  and  the  person  charged  therewith  before  the  said 
justice,  in  due  form  of  law,  shall  not  forthwith  give  good 
bail  to  appear  and  answer,  at  the  next  court  of  genera!  ses- 
sions of  the  peace  to  be  held  in  and  for  said  city  and  county, 
or  declare  his  election  to  be  tried  by  a  court  of  special  ses- 
sions, such  person  shall  be  committed  to  jail ;  and  in  case 
he  shall  not  give  such  bail,  within  forty-eight  hours  after

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  North-Carolina  Qold 
Mining  Company. 

Passed  AprU  5, 1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  That  Roswell  A.  King,  and  all  such  persons  as  now  Gorpontioii 
are,  or  hereafter  may  become  stockholders  of  the  said  com-  **^**4» 
pany,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  until  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-nine,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  **  the  North- 
Carolina  Gold  Mining  Company,''  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing, leasing  and  working  min^s  of  gold,  and  such  other 
metals  as  may  be  found  in  the  course  of  its  operations ;

The  People  of  the  SUUe  of  New-York^  represented  is^ 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  a»  follows  : 
Corpmidoa  §  L  That  Joseph  Moser,  John  Galloway  and  Elnathan 
«Bmted  Raymond,  and  such  other  persons  as  hereafter  may  be  asso- 
ciated with  them,  are  constituted  and  created  a  body  cor^ 
porate  and  politic,  in  fact  and,  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the 
^^  Wallabocht  Canal  Company,"  and  by  that  name  they  and 
their  successors  may  have  continual  succession,  sue  and 
be  sued,  in  all  courts  whatsoever,  have  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  it  at  their  pleasiu'e ;  and  by  the  same  name  be  capable 
in  law  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  estate, 
real  and  personal,  which  may  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  c$irrying  into  effect  the  object  of  this  corporation. 

§  2.  The  stock,  property  rind  affairs  of  the  said  company^

The  People  of  the  St(Ue  of  New-York^  repre^e$aed  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  asfoUows :  ,     . 

§  1.  James  McVickar,  Caleb  Lyon,  Archibald  McViek- 
ar,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  associated  with  them, 
ai^  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  bo- 
dy corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  High 
Falls  Manufacturing  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  manufac- 
turii^g  cotton  and  woollen  goods,  iron,  steel,  hoops,  sheet- 
iron,  nails,  shovels,  and  other  articles  at  the  High  Falls, 
in  the  c6unty  of  Lewis,  and  carrying  on  the  business  of 
such  manufactory. 

BtoeL  §  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  shall  be  ti;i^o 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shdl  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  corporation,  when  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  such  ^tock 
shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  in,  to  commence  their 
said  business,  and  with  that  capital  to  carry  on  the  opera- 
tions of  the  company,  until  they  may  find  it  necessary  to 
extend  their  capital,  whieh  they  are  authcM-ised  to  do,  from  • 
time  to  time,  to  the  amount  herein  before  mentioned.

§  1.  The  penalty  imposed  by  the  one  hundred  and  sixty* 
fifUi  section  of  the  ninth  Tide  of  Chapier  IX.  of  the  First 
Part  of  the  Revised  Statdtes,  for  a  violation  of  the  one  buii«' 
dred  and  sixty-fourth  section  of  that  Titley  shaU  he  twen^- 
five  dlolWs^  instead  of  five  dollars.

^  The  People  of  the  Staie  of  New-Yorkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows : 
fiarrey.  §  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
land*office,  to  cause  to  be  surveyed  and  laid  out  into  lots, 
of  such  form  and  dimensions  as  they  shall  deem  proper^ 
so  much  of  the  arsenal  lot  as  lies  west  of  the  Erie  and 
Champlain  canal,  except  the  part  thereof,  which,  in  the

^  jRedhook  and  Saygerties  Ferry  Company,"  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing,  maintaining  and  managing  steam  or

purposes,''  are  hereby  empowered  to  contract,  in  behalf  of 
the  state,  with  the  corpoi'ation  of  the  city  of  Ndw-York,  for 
the  support,  confinement,  govdmmeiit,  and  employment 
of  this  female  state  convicts,  now  at  the' prison  or  hereafter 
to  be  confined  in  the  prison  at  Gteenwiab,  in  the  said  city* 

§  2.  After  such  contract  shall  have  been  concluded,  the 
commissioners  shall,  as  s(Oon  as  practica1>le,  cause  aU  the

Tfc«  People  of  the  IXaie  of  New- York,  represenied  in 
Senate  and  Aeeemkly,  do  enact  asfoUows  : 
Town  of  §  1.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  March  next,  all  that 
2jJ2i.  P*^  of  die  town  of  Middlebujr|;h,  in  the  couiity  of  Schoharie, 
which  lies  south-west  of  a  line  commencing  at  the  division 
line  between  said  town  apd  the  town  of  Cobleskill^  at  the 
place  where  Reikert's  Stoney  Creek  crosses  said  line ; 
thence,  pursuing  the  channel  of  said  creek  down  to  Qrrin 
Watson's  tannery;  thence  down  the  southern  branch  of 
said  creek  to  the  centre  of  the  Schoharie  creek ;  thence 
pursuing  the  centre  of  the  Schoharie  creek  as  it  winds  and 
turns  up  to  the  mill  dam  of  Foster  and  Murphy ;  thence

AN  ACT  to  reduce  the  Capital  Stock,  and  to  renew 
the  Charter  of  the  Albany  Insurance  Company. 

Passed  April  15,  1828. 

WHEREAS  the'  Albany  insurance  company  have,  by 
their  petition  presented  to  the  legislature,  prayed  for  a  re** 
ductioB  of  their  capital  stock,  for  a  renewal  of  their  charter, 
and  for  certain  amendments  thereto ;  all  which  appear  to 
the  legislature  reasonable  and  proper :  Therefore, 

TTis  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  rqpresented  in 
Senate  iind  Assembly ,  do  enact  asfoUaws : 

§  1.  The  Albany  insurance  company  may,  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  president  and- directors  thereof,  reduce  their  ca-  ^  •****^ 
{ntal  stock  from  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  a  sum  not 
ess  than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  a  share  of  said 
stock  from  one  hundred  dollars  to  a  sum  not  less  than  sixty  , 
dollars,  by  refunding  to  the  stockholders  of  said  company, 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  said  president  and  directors  shaH 
find  convenient,  or,  in  case  the  said  stockholders  shall  be 
indebted  to  said  company j  then  by  crediting  to  them  a  rate- 
able proportion  of  the  stock  so  held  by  them  respqctively  in 
said  company,  so  that  the  several  stockholders  shall  have 
the  same  relative  proportions  of  stock  after  as  before  such 
reduction. 

§  2.  Whenever  such  reduction  shall  be  made  as  afore-  co&tzMti. 
said,  any  persons  injured  by  said  company,  at  the  time  of 
such  reduction,  may,  on  application  to  said  company  for 
that  purpose,  rescind  their  contracts  of  insurance,  and  on 
surrendering  up  to  said  company  their  policies  of  insurance, 
they  may  demand,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  from 
said  company  a  return  of  the  part  or  share  of  the  premiums 
originally  paid  by  them  for  such  insurances,  proportioned 
to  the  time  thereof  unexpired  when  such  surrender  and  de« 
mand  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid.

§  3.  Public  notice  of  every  such  reduction  shall  be  given,  29<itiee» 
for  the  space  of  one  month,  in  one  or  more  of  the  public 
newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Albany. 

§  4.  IHie  said  Albany  insurance  company  may  invest  not  hrsftmeBt 
only  their  capital  stock,  but  any  surplus  monies  which  they  <rf«i«€k. 
may  possess,  in  any  stock  of  any  incorporated  bank  of  this 
state  or  of  the  United  States^  or  of  any  turnpike  or  water- 
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works  company,  or  in  bonds  and  mortgages,  or  other  private 
securities,  and  may  sell  and  transfer  sucn  stocks,  and  collect 
such  securities  and  re-invest  the  proceeds  thereof,  as  often 
as  the  exigencies  of  the  corporation  or  the  safety  of  its  funds 
may  require. 

Chuter  ex-  §  5.  The  act  entitled  ^^  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Albany 
tended.  Insurance  Company,"  passed  March  8th,  1811,  as  amended 
by  the  preceding  sections,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
continued  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty -one,  except  that  from  and  after  the

annually. 

Dickiiifoa  §  S«  All  the  remaining  part  of  the  said  town  of  Dickinson 
foreBuin.  shall  be  and  remain  a  separate  town,  by  the  name  of  Dick-^ 
inson ;  and  the  first  town  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  house 
of  Benjamin  Heath,  therein,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  June 
next;  and  thereafter  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  annur 
ally. 
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§  d.  The  whole  of  the  poor  monies  belongine  to  the  town  PoGrmoney 
of  Dickinson,  previous  to  this  division)  smll  hereafter  be- 
long exclusively  to  the  town  of  Moira ;  and  the  said  towns    . 
of  Moira  and  Dickinson  shall  hereafter  each  respectively 
maintain  its  own  poor. 

§  4.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  Article  fourth  Jiuticf i.

AN  ACT  to  loan  the  Credit  of  the  People  of  the 
State  of  New- York  to  the  President,  Directors  and 
Company  of  the  Neversink  Navigation  Company. 

Passed  April  15,  18^. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  NeW'York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  comptroller  of  the  state  of  ceitifieates 
New-York,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  to,  the  presi-  of  rtock. 
dent,  directors  and  company  of  the  Neversink  Navigation 
Company,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  restrictions  as  in 
this  act  provided,  special  certificates  of  stock,  to  the  amount 
of  ten  thousand  dollars ;  for  the  redemption  of  which,  and 
the  due  payment  of  iaterest  thereon  (as  in  this  act  provi- 
ded) to  the  owners  of  such  stock,  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
people  of  this  state  is  hereby  pledged. 

§  2.  The  said  stock  shall  be  issued  by  the  comptroller,  seearity. 
in  sums  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  to  the  amount 
of  the  said  ten  thousand  dollars,  on  the  delivery  of  the  se- 
curity by  this  act  provided  to  be  given  to  the  people  of  this 
state  for  the  said  loan  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  The  stock  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  said  corpo-  Transfers 
ration,  or  their  order,  and  may  be  transferable  by  the  said 
corporation  at  their  pleasure,  and  shall  bear  an  intc^rest  of 
five  per  cent,  payable  half  yearly,  at  some  bank  in  the  city 
of  New- York,  to  be  designated  by  the  said  company,  and 
and  shall  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  state,  at  any 
time  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty^ 
eight ;  which  certificates  shall  be  transferable  only  in  per- 
son or  by  attorney,  legally  constituted  at  the  office  of  the 
said  bank,  in  the  city  of  New- York,  in  books  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose. 
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Mofftgige.  $  4.  For  the  parpose  of  completfely  securing  the  people 
of  the  state  of  New-York  for  any  risk  or  responsibihty  in-^ 
curred  by  the  pledge  of  their  credit  as  aforesaid,  the  comp* 
troller  of  tWs  state,  with  the  adrice  of  the  attorney-general 
thereof,  is  hereby  authorised  and  directed,  before  he  issues 
the  said  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  obtain  from  the  said 
company  a  good  and  sufficient  assignment  to  the  people  of 
the  state,  by  way  of  mortgage,  or  other  collateral  security, 
of  their  rights  and  privileees  in  the  Neversink  river,  as 
granted  "by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  New-York,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  the 
amendments  thereto,  passed  in  the  years,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  nineteen,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-six,  with  all  the  lands  and  tenements,  rights,  mem- 
bers and  privileges  thereunto  belonging,  or  in  any  wise  ap- 
pertaining, as  heretofore  granted  or  hereafter  to  h6  grkaied 
to  the  said  company,  or  existing  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  this 
sate,  which  said  mortgage  or  other  instrument  to  be  taken, 
shall  be  reeotded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  in  the

j;he  People  of  the  SUUe  of,  ^ew-Forky  rqpresemUd  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows: 
Oorpofmtion  §  * •  Sylvanus  Tousley,  Azariah  Smith,  Nathan  Williams, 
cheated..  Thomas  I.  Gilbert,  John  Sprague  and  Nicholas  P.  Randall, 
with  such  otl^er  persons  9»  shall  associate  with  them  for 
that  purpose,  are  hereby  constituted  and  mad^  a  body  polir 
tic  and  corporate,  by  the  namq  of  "  the  ManUus  ^Canal 
^pmpany,"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  an^  be  sued,  defend 
and  be  defended,  in  law  and.equity,  in  all, courts  whatever-; 
and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  perpetual  succession, 
may  have  power  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  make  and  es- 
tablish such  by-laws,  njles  and  regubttiona,  as  shall  from 
time  to  tirtie  appear  necessary  to  flie  sai4,  corporation  foi^;

Passed  April  15,  1828. 

The  People  of  ike  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 
GompirM     §  1.  Vincent  Le  Ray,  Philip  Schuyler,  Egbert  Ten 
ercftte^      Eyck,  Elisha  Camp,  Jason  Fairbanks,  Levi  Beebe,  Arthur 
Brpnson,  John  Felt  and  Joseph  KimbaU,  with  such  other 
'  perscms  as  shall  associate  with  them  for  that  purpose,  shall 

be,  and  they  ai-e  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Jefferson  County 
Cai&al  Company. 

Bj^wi.  §  S.  The  said  corporation  may  make  and  establish  such 
by-'laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  from  time  to  time  ap- 
pear necessary  for  the  good  government  thereof,  and  the 
preservation  and  due  management  of  their  property,  inte- 
rest and  affairs,  and  to  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
may  annex  suitable  penalties,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars, 
ana  m^j  cause  the  same  to  be  duly  executed.

AN  ACT   to  incorporate  the   Colesville  Bridge 
Company^ 

Passed  April  17,  1828. 

The  Peoph  of  ihe  State  of  New- York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  AseembJy^  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  John  W,  Harpur,  Thomas  Blakeslee,  Hezekiah 
SjSSdf^  Stowell,  Judson  AUen^  Samuel  Badger^  Jeremiah  Rogers^ 
and  their  present  and  future  associates  and  successcM'S,  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
of  ^^  The  Colesville  Bridge  Company,''  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a  toll  bridge  across  the  Susquehannah  river,  at  6t 
near  "  the  fish  {Aace,^'  so  called,  in  the  town  of  Ccdesville, 
in  the  county  of  Broome ;  such  corporation  to  continue  for 
thirty  years,  and  no  longer. 

ikiMcri        §  ^*  ^^^^  ^'  H^H'^^i  Gtezekiah  Stowell  and  Jeremiah  Ko^ 
tioBf.  "^  gers  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  perform  the 
several  duties  following,  that  is  to  say : 

1.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  next,  they  shall  pro- 
cmre  three  books,  and  in  each  of  them  enter  as  follows : 
^*  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  for  our* 
selves,  our  heirs^  exiscutors  and  administrators,  promise  to 
pay  the  president  directors  and  company  of  the  Colesville 
bridge  company  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  share 
of  stock  in  said  company^  set  opposite  to  our  reniective

4.  The^p^  shall  also  cause  a  like  notice  to  be  affixed  in  at 
least  three  public  places  in  the  town  of  Colesville.

by  any  one  of  the  directors  of  the  said  company,  shall  have 
certified  that  the  bridge  is  well  and  sufficiently  built,  the 
president  and  directors  ikiay  erect  a  gate  at  either  end  of 
the  bridge,  and  demand  and  receive,  for  the  use  of  the 
eorporation,,  a  toll  not  exceeding  the  rates  in  the  next  sec- 
tion specified. 

§  S.  Such  rales  of  toll  shall  be  as  follows :  for  every  fo"**  Jf^**  ^ 
wbeel  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  two  horsey  twenty-five 
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cento,  erery  additional  horse,  three  cento ;  every  wagon 
and  two  horses,  nineteen  cents,  every  additional  horse, 
three  cento ;  each  sled  and  two  horses,  nineteen  cents, 
every  additional  horse,  three  cento ;  each  ox  wagon  or  cart, 
and  two  oxen,  nineteen  cents,  each  additional  yoke,  six- 
cents  ;  every  one  hone  wagon  or  cart,  twelve  and  an  half 
cento;  every  one  horse  sled,  ten  cento;  every  ox  sled 
drawn  by  one  yoke  of  oxen,  nineteen  cento,  every  addi- 
tional yoke,  six  cents ;  every  man  and  horse,  ^  six  cento ; 
every  foot  passenger,  three  cents ;  every  horse,  jack  or 
mide,  four  cento ;  every  cow  or  other  neat  cattle,  two  cento ;

If  any  person  shall  forcibly  pass  the  gate,  without 
having  paid  the  legal  toll,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  eight 
times  the  amount  of  the  legal  toll  to  the  said  company,  to  be 
recovered  by  action  of  debt,  with  costo  of  suit. 

Penaitiei.  §  H-  If  any  toU-gathercr  shall  unreasonably  delav  or 
hinder  any  passenger  or  traveller  at  the  gate,  or  shall  de- 
mand or  receive  more  than  the  legal  toll,  ne  shall,  for  eve- 
ry such  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  reco- 
vered with  costs,  to  the  flole  use  of  the  person  so  unreason- 
ably delayed,  hindered  or  defrauded. 

ProhibitiDiw  §  12.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
erect  any  bridge,  or  keep  any  ferry,  across  the  Susquehan- 
nah  river,  wimin  two  miles  either  above  or  below  the 
bridge  to  be  erected  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  except  be- 
tween the  times  the  said  oridge  shall  be  removed  and  re- 
built, or  during  the  time  the  bridge  shall  be  impassable,  not 
then  shall  any  bridge  be  erected  within  that  distance,  urttil 
after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  months  from  the  time  the 
bridge  shall  be  removed  or  become  impassible,  and  a  neg- 
lect or  refusal  of  the  president,  directors  and  company  for 
that  time  to  rebuild  or  repair  the  same. 

lOimenaiooA  §  13.  The  bridge  shall  be  built  not  less  than  twenty  feet 
wide,  and  shall  be  well  secured  with  a  railing  on  each  side, 
not  less  than  four  feet  high.

§"14.  If  the  bridge  shall  not  be  completed  on  or  before  J^jj**^^ 
the  first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twentj-nine,  or  in  case  the  bridge,  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  built,  shall  be  irapassaBle%r  the  term  of  ninety 
days,  for  want  of  repairs,  unless  carried  away  by  ice  or 
freshets,  or  other  unavoidable  accident,  or  unless  thrown 
down  for  the  purpose  of  rebuildiog  the  same,  or  if  the  same 
shall  not  be  rebuilt  in  fifteen  months,  then,  in  either  event, 
the  corporation  shall  be  deemed  dissolved. 

§  15.  The  president  and  directors  shall  keep  regular  Books,

AN  ACT  for  the  Appointment  of  Cammissioners  to 
do  certain  Duties  of  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  Counties  of  Madison,  Herkimer  and 
Westchester. 

Passed  April  17,  1838. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  .* 

§  1.  The  person  administering  the  government  of  this  .Comnis- 
state,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  nominate,  and  with  the  con-  bei^bt. 
sent  of  the  senate,  appoint  some  fit  and  proper  person  resi-  ^' 
ding  in  the  county  of  Madison,  and  qne  other  fit  and  proper 
person  residing  in  the  county  of  Herkimer,  and  one  other 
fit  and  proper  person  residing  in  the  county  of  Westchesr 
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ter,  Aod  being  of  the  defoee  of  eounsellors  in  the  supreuM 
court,  commidsioners,  who,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  b^ 
authorised  and  required  to  perform  the  duties,  and  to  do 
and  execute  every  power,  which,  according  to  law  and  the 
practice  of  said  court,  the  judges  of  said  court  may  perforaa 
and  execute  out  of  court,  in  all  cases,  both  civil  and  crimi- 
nal, to  idlow  writs  of  habeas  corpus  and  certiorari,  and  to 
execute  the  act  entitled  ^^  An  act  for  giving  relief  in  casee 
of  insolvency,"  and  the  act  entitled  ^^  An  act  to  abolish  im* 
prisonment  for  debt  in  certain  cases,"  in  like  manner  an 
such  justices  of  the  supreme  court  may  execute  the  same. 

•irtfc.  §  8.  The  said  commissioners,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  re^ 
quired  by  the  constitution  of  this  state,  before  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  counties,  and 
file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  derk  of  said  counties. 

FsM.  §  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  commissioners  to  take 
ana  receive  the  same  fees  for  services  performed  under 
this  act,  as  the  recorders  of  the  several  cities  in  this  state 
are  allowed  to  take  and  receive  for  the  same  services.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  "  Great  Au  Sable  Rail 
Road  Company." 

Passed  Apcil  17, 1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  cf  NeuyVark^  repreeented  in 
Senate  and  Aeeembly,  do  enact  asfolhws : 
Cocpontioo     §  1.  Ail  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders,  pursu** 
^^'^     ant  to  this  act,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  bo- 
dy corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  *'  Great  Au  Sable  Rail 
Road  Company." 

§  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  continue  un« 
til  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 

§  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
vested  with  the  sole  and  exclusive  ri^t  to  construct  a 
double  or  single  railroad  or  way,  from  a  point  at  or  near 
the  forks  of  the  Great  Au  Sable  river,  and  along  the  valley

Heartt,  *''»»• 
of  Rensselaer  county,  and  John  Hone,  of  New-York,  shsdt 
be  commissioners  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  Corporation.    Th0  sud:  books' 
shall  be  opened  by  one  or  more  of  the  said  commissioning, 
within  six  months  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  sA  the  Vil- 
lage of  Keeseville,  and  ma;^  be  opened  at  such  otheit*  place 
or  places  as  the  said  commissioners  shall  deem  expedient. 
Thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given,  by  the  said  commis-

and  may  also  receive,  iake  and  hold  such  voluntary  grants 
and  donations  of  land  and  real  estate,  as  shall  be  made  to 
the  said  corporation,  to  aid  in  the  construction,  accommo- 
dation and  maintenance  of  the  said  rail-road  ;  and  it  sbaU 
be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  enter  upon  and  take 
possession  of  all  such  lands  and  real  estate  as  may  be  in-

judge  shall  award  a  venire,  directed  to  the  sheriff,  requir- 
ing him  to  summon  a  jury  o(  disinterested  men,  in  oi*der 
to  ascertain  and  report  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  at 
their  next  session,  under  their  oaths  or  affirmation,  what 
damages,  if  any,  have  been  or  may  be  sustained  by  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land  and  property ;  which  report  be- 
ing confirmed  by  the  court,  judgment  shadl  be  entered  there- 
on, and  execution  may  issue,  in  case  of  non-payment,  for 
the  amount  awarded,  with  reasonable  costs,  to  be  assessed 
by  the  court  ^  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  jury,  or  five 
appraisers,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  valuing  any  land  or  pro- 
perty, or  estimating  the  damages  done  thereunto,  to  take  into 
consideration  the  advantages  derived  to  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  the  premises  from  the  said  rail-road  passing  throu^ 
the  same ;  and  it  shall  farther  be  the  duty  of  said  jury  or  ap- 
praisers, to  describe  and  ascertain  the  bounds  of  the  lands  or 
premises  by  them  valued,  and  annex  the  same  to  their  re* 
port  or  appraisement :  Provided  always^  That  either  party 
may  appeal  to  the  court  of  the  county  within  thirty  days 
after  such  report  may  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  tb^ 
clerk  of  the  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  al- 
lowed in  other  cases,  and  on  payment  by  the  company  to

Tax.  §  ^'  "^^^  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Tioga  > 
sere  hereby  authorised  and  required  to  cause  to  be  levied  and 
raised,  by  tax  on  the  freeholders,  inhabitants  and  taxable 
property  of  the  towns  of  Elmira,  Eiin  and  Cayuta,  in  said 
county,  in  proportion  to  their  aggregate  valuations,  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  contingent  charges  of  said  towns  are 
by  law  directed  to  be  levied  and  raised,  the  sum  of  nine

AN  ACT  to  alter  the  Organization  of  the  Common 

Council  of  the  City  of  New-YorL 

Passed  April  18,  1828. 

WHEREAS  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  toramonalty  ot  PnkmbU. 
the  city  of  New-Yorii:,  in  comman  council  convened,  have, 
by  their  petition,  under  their  common  seal,  prayed  for  the 
pa38age  of  the  following  law :  Theiefore, 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ,  do  enact  asfoUaws : 

§  1.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  New-York  shall    Board  of 
hereafter  consist  of  two  separate  boards,  to  be  denomina-  J^^St- 
ted   the  board  of  aldermen,  and  the  board  of  assistant  uti. 
aldermen,  who  together,  shall  constitute  the  common  coun- 
cil of  the  said  city,  and  bo  known  by  the  name  of  the  may- 
or, aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New-York. 

§  2.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  consist  of  one  member    Bovd  of 
from  each  ward,  residing  in  such  ward,  to  be  chosen  from  •Ucm«» 
among  the  freeholders  of  the  said  city;  and  in  each  ward 
of  the  said  city  the  persons  residing  therein,  qualified  by 
the  charter  of  the  said  city  to  vote  for  charter  oflScers,  and 
every  person  residing  therein,  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers 01  the  assembly  of  this  state,  shall,  at  the  days  ap- 
pointed by  law  for  the  election  of  members  of  assembly 
next  ensuing  the  passage  of  this  act,  assemble  themselves 
and  meet  tocether  in  their  respective  wards,  and  elect,  by 
ballot,  an  alderman  for  the  said  ward  ;  and  at  every  suc- 
ceeding election  for  members  of  assembly,  and  on  the  same 
days  with  such  election,  the  said  persons  so  qualified  to 
vote  as  aforesaid,  residing  in  any  ward  of  which  the  office 
of  alderman  shaU  be  vacant,  (by  death,  resignation,  expi- 
ration of  the  term  of  office,  or  other  cause,)  shall  elect,  by 
ballot,  from  among  the  freeholders,  as  aforesaid,  a  proper 
person  to  supply  such  vacancy  or  vacancies ;  and  the  per- 
sons so  chosen  shall  be  the  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  with  all 
tbe  powers  of  aldermen  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  author- 
ity whatsoever,  and  shall,  together,  constitute  the  board  of 
aldermen  of  the  said  common  council,  (a  majority  of  whom 
shall  make  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,)  and    ^ 
shall  be  members  of  the  said  common  council  for  three 
years  from  the  last  Monday  of  December  next  ensuing  their 
election,  when  they  shall  be  sworn  into  and  commence  the 
duties  of  their  offices,  and  shall  continue  in  their  offices 
until  other  fit  persons  be  elected  and   sworn  in  their 
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[Aaces ;  which  board  of  aldermen,  as  soon  as  they  shall 
meet  after  the  first  election  under  this  act,  shall  cause  them- 
selves to  be  divided,  by  lot,  into  three  classes,  to  be  num- 
bered, one,  two  and  three ;  the  seats  of  the  first  class 
(consisting  of  five)  shall  be  vacant  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year,  of  the  second  class  (consisting  of  five)  at  the  end  of 
the  second  year,  and  of  the  third  class  (consisting  of  four) 
at  the  end  of  the  third  ^year,  in  order  that  one  third,  as 
nearly  as  possible,  may  be  chosen  every  year ;  and  in  eve- 
rv  case  where,  by  reason  of  any  vacancy  occasioned  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  any  such  alderman,  a 
person  shall  be  elected  in  his  stead,  he  shall  belong  to  the 
cj^ss  to  which  his  predecessor  belonged,  and  shiul  only 
serve  for  his  unexpired  term ;  and  that  if  anv  such  alder- 
man shall  remove  from  the  ward  for  which  he  shall  be 
elected,  with  the  intention  permanently  to  change  his  re- 
sidence, the  seat  of  such  alderman  shall  be  vacated,  and  a 
new  election  shall  be  held  to  supply  such  vacancy. 

AtusCaiit  §  3.  The  qualified  electors  of  each  ward  of  the  said  city, 
•l^eimeii.  ghaU^  in  like  manner,  annually  elect  two  persons  for  each 
ward  of  the  said  city,  who,  at  the  time  of  their  election, 
shall  be  residents  of  the  ward  for  which  they  shall  be  cho- 
sen, and  who  shall  be  the  assistant  aldermen  of  the  said  city, 
with  all  the  powers  appertaining  to  the  office  of  assistants, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  any  authority  whatsoever ;  and  who, 
together,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  assistant  aldermen  of 
the  said  conunon  council,  (a  majority  of  whom  shall  make 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,)  and  shall  be 
members  of  the  common  council  of  the  said  city,  for  one 
year  from  the  last  Monday  of  December  next  ensuing  their

^^'"*  city,  known  by  the  name  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  com- 
monalty of  the  city  of  New- York,  whencesoever  derived, 
and  now  possessed  by  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  vested 
jn  the  said  boards  of  aldermen  and  assistant  aldermen,  and 
their  successors  forever,  by  the  aforesaid  name  of  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  thp  city  of  New- 
York,  who  shall  perform  all  leeislative  and  other  acts  as 
separate  and  distinct  bodies,  with  concurrent  powers,  and.

mencement thereof. 

§  2.  All  acts  and  jvirts  of  acts  relating  to  the  time  of  hold-  Repeal- 
iog  said  courtS)  are  hercfby  repealed.

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neto-Forky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  William  A.  Mills  and  Jes* 
se  Stanley,  or*  their  associates,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  the  act,  entitled  ^^  An  act  to  authorise  the  erection  of  a 
dam  across  the  Genesee  river,  at  Mount  Morris,''  passed 
April  13,  1826,  or  the  act  to  amend  the  same,  passed  April 
14th,  1827,  to  turn  or  obstruct  the  present  current  of  the 
Genesee  river  at  Mount-Morris,  until  a  substantial  and  eo|i- 
venient  slide  shall  be. first  erected  by  them,  which  shall  af^ 
ford  and  effectually  secure  a  safe  and  convenient  passage 
for  such  boats,  arks  and  rafts  as  are  commonly  use4  in  de- 
scending said  river :  but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued m  any  way  to  affect  the  bond  required  to  be  e^e- 
cuted  by  the  acts  referred  to  in  this  seption.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Cortland  Female  Se- 
minary. 

Passed  April  18, 1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New^York^  repi^esented  in 
Senate  0nd  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  t.  Samuel  G.  Hathaway,  Daniel  Sherwood,  John  Mfl- 
ler,  Joseph  Reynolds,  William  Elder,  Luke  Lyons,  WilUam 
Msilery,  William  Randall,  Henry  Stephens,  Danforth  Mer- 
rick, Barak  Niles,  Nathan  Dayton,  and  their  associates,  are 
hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  of  ^^  The  Cortland  Female  Seminary^ 
and  by  that  nane  they  may  have  perpetual  juecesaion,  and 
power  to  sue  a|id  be  sued,  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal, 
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and  to  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleaaui^,  and  to 
take,  hold  and  convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  the 
amoant  of  six  thousand  dollars.

C.  Rich,  are  hereby  dippoinied  cominission^rs,  the  duty  of 
whom,  orof  amajonty  of  them,  shall  be,on  or  before  the  fii^t 
day  of  July  next,  to  go  through  and  examine  the  road  leading 
from  Canton,  in  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence,,  to  Antwerp

Every  person  who  shall,  after  the  first  day  of  July 
next,  put  up  and  press  any  bundle  of  hay  for  market,  shau 
mark  or  brand,  in  a  legible  manner,  the  initials  of  his  chris- 
tian name,  and  his.sumame,  at  full  length,  and  the  name  of 
the  town  in  which  he  resides,  on  some  board  or  wood  at- 
tached to  such  bundle  of  hay. 

Prohibition  §  2.  No  pefson  shall  put  or  conceal,  in  any  duch  bundle 
of  hay,  any  wet  or  damaged  hay,  or  other  materials,  or  hay 
of  an  inferior  quality  to  that  which  plainly  appears  upon  the 
outside  of  such  bundle.

All  writs,  attachments,  recognizances,  and  other  pro- 
ceedings in  said  court,  which  may  have  been  served  or  tar 
ken  before  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  made  returnable  on 
the  first  Monday  of  June  next,  shall  be  returnable  on  the 
said  second  Monday  of  June  n,ext';  and  all  proceedings 
hereafter  to  he  had  on  the  same,  shall  be  as  good  and  valid 
as  if  the  said  term?  had  not  been  altered. 


Chap.  272. 

AN  ACT  to  reduce  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  Jef- 
ferson Insurance  Company  of  the  city  of  New* 
Yorkit 

Passed  April  19, 18S8. 

WHEREAS  the  Jefierson  Insurance  Company  of  the 
citjy  of  New-York,  by  their  memorial,  under  their  common 
seal,  have  represented  to  the  l3^islature,  that  in  conse- 
quence of  various  losses  sustained  by  them,  it  will  be  bene* 
ficial  to  the  stockholders  that  the  capita)  stock  should  be 
reduced,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  have  prayed  that  an 
act  might  be  passed  aecordin^y :  Therefore, 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 

Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

RAdseUMi.      §  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  the  Jefferson 

insurance  company  of  the  city  of  New- York,  to  reduce  the 

capital  stock  of  the  said  company,  eighteen  hundred  shares 
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of  the  said  capital  stock  now  owned  by  said  company,  which 
shall  be  deemed  extinguished,  and  are  hereby  cancelled  y 
and  the  number  of  shares  of  such  capital  stock  shall  here- 
after be  three  thousand  two  hundred,  until  increased  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  each  share  shall  be  of  the  nomi* 
nal  value  of  thirty  dollars. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  said  company^  New  stock 
at  any  time  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to 
open  books  of  subscription  for  eighteen  hundred  new  shares 
of  capital  stock  in  said  company,  and  to  receive  subscrip* 
tions  for  the  same  from  any  person  desirous  of  taking  the 
ssik^w,  4ind  to  issue  certificates  for  such  stock,  upon  payment 
to  said  company  of  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars,  for  each  share  i 
and  in  case  an  excess  of  subscription  shall  be  made,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  directors,  in  the  apportionment  of  such 
stock,  to  prefer  the  present  stockholders  in  said  company. 
Public  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  open- 
ing  such  books,  in  at  least  three  of  the  public  newspapers 
printed  in  the  city  of  New-York,  for  twenty  days  previous 
to  sucli  time* 

§  3.  This  corporation  shall  continue  twenty-one  years    DuitiQir 
from  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  *^****^*^ 
and  twenty-four,  and  no  longer,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all 
the  restrictions  and  provisions  contained  in  the  eighteenth 
•  Chapter  of  the  First  Part  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this    . 
state,  except  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
sections  of  Title  second,  of  the  said  Chapter. 


Chap.  273. 

AN  ACT  further  to  amend  the  Act,  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Troy/' 

Passed  April  19,  1828. 

The  Peoiple  of  the  Stdte  of  New-Vork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  AesenMy^  do  enact  a$  foUows : 

§  1.  For  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  city  of  Diatristi. 
Troy  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts,  of  which  the  first 
and  sixth  wards  of  said  city  shall  compose  the  first  district ; 
the  second  and  fifth  wards  of  said  city  shall  compose  the 
second  district ;  and  the  third  and  fourth  wards  of  said  city 
shall  compose  the  third  district. 

§  2.  In  future,  instead  of  one  supervisor  and  six  asses-    ^^'j^^ 
sors  of  the  dity  of  Troy,  there  shall  be  chosen,  at  the  annuF  ^^H^  **" 
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al  election  hereafter  to  be  held  in  the  tereral  wtrda  of  said 
€itj,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May  in  each  year,  porsuatti 
to  the  act  hereby  amended,  three  supervisors  and  nine  aih 
sessors ;  one  of  the  said  supervisors)  and  three  of  said  as-^ 
sessors,  to  be  elected  in  each  of  the  said  districts  respect 
tively,  and  who,  at  the  time  of  such  election,  shall  reside 
in  the  district  in  which  he  or  they  shall  be  elected ;  and 
the  person  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  su* 
pervisor,  and  the  three  persons  receiving  the  greatest  num» 
ber  of  votes  for  assessors,  in  each  of  tm  said  districts,  at 
any  election  hereafter  to  be  held  in  pursuance  of  the  aot 
hereby  amended,  shall  be  one  of  the  supervisors  and  three 
of  the  assessors  of  the  said  city  of  Troy,  for  the  respective 
districts  in  which  they  shall  be  elected ;  and  the  said  su* 
pervisors  and  assessors  so  elected,  shall  possess  all  the 
powers,  and  perform  all  the  duties  in  their  respective  dis^ 
tricts,  which  the  supervisors  and  assessors  of  the  several 
towns  in  the  county  of  Rensselaer  by  law  possess^  or  may 
perfonn» 

fiiMtioii.  §  3.  The  election  for  said  supervisors  in  the  said  respec* 
tive  districts,  shall  be  notified  and  conducted  in  the  said  re« 
spective  districts  in  the  same  manner,  and  a  return  thereof 
made  in  the  same  time>  now  prescribed  by  law  in  the  eiec-^ 
tion  of  one  supervisor  for  said  city ;  and  in  case  of  any 
tiuestion  of  the  regularity  of  the  canvass,  or  of  die  elec« 
tion  in  any  respect,  the  common  council  of  said  city  shall 
have  power  to  determine  and  settle  the  same;  and  if  the 
common  council  shall  determine  the  eleetion  to  have  been 
irregular,  or  if  no  election  shall  be  held  at  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  law,  or  if,  from  an  equality  of  votes  between  the 
candidates,  no  choice  shall  have  been  made,  in  all  or  either 
of  said  districts,  the  common  council  shall  have  power 
to  order  a  new  election  to  be  held  in  any  such  district,  of 
which  the  like  notice  shall  be  given,  and  the  election  con- 
f  ducted  in  the  same  manner,  and  a  return  thereof  made  in 
the  same  time,  as  is  prescribed  in  the  act  hereby  amended. 

»i^coii-  §  4.  The  common  eountit  of  the  city  of  Troy,  shaH  and 
*'  may,  at  their  annual  meeting  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  May 
in  each  and  every  year  hereafter,  appoint  a  sidtable  person 
to  be  high  constable  of  said  city,  who  shall  possess  alk  the 
powers  of  any  constable  of  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  such  rules,  ordinances  a&d  regulations) 
as  the  common  council  of  said  city  shall  from  time  to  time 
prescribe,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices as  a  police  officer,  as  the  said  common  cpuncil  shall 
think  reasonable  to  allow,  and  shaH  hold  his  office  during 
tile  pleasure  of  the  said  common  council,  and  shall  give  the 
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Bke  seeurity,  to  be  approved  in  the  same  manner,  and  with 
the  like  effect,  as  other  constables  elected  in  said  city ;  and 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  said  high  constable,  Jby 
removal  from  office  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  common  council,  at  any  time,  to  supply  such  vacancy ; 
which  high  constable  so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  in 
the  same  manner,  and  give  the  like  security,  as  such  high 
coitstabie  originally  appointed,  and  be  liable  in  the  same 
manner :  And  further,  In  order  to  preserve  the  peace  of 
said  city,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  saiU  common  council, 
upon  emergency,  to  appoint  as  many  special  constables  for 
said  city,  as  they  in  their  discretion  may  deem  necessary, 
and  the  same  to  remove  at  pleasure,  which  special  constables 
so  appointed,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  any  constable 
of  the  county  of  Rensselaer,  except  the  service  of  process 
in  civil  cases ;  and  such  high  constable  and  special  consta- 
bles so  appointed,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  exer- 
cise of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  sub- 
scribe, before  any  officer  authorised  to  administer  oaths, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
said  city,  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  this 
state. 

§  5.  The  monies  collected  from  the  duties  ot  excise  in  fmt  aa>- 
said  city,  and  all  other  monies  which  now  or  hereafter  may  '^(7* 
be  appropriated  or  given  for  the  support  or  maintenance  of 
the  poor  of  said  city^  shall  from  tin^e  to  time  be  paid  into 
the  hands  of  the  chamberlain  of  said  city,  and  form  a  part 
of  the  common  fund  for  the  expenses  of  said  city ;  and 
the,  common  council  of  said  city  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
make  provision  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
poor  chargeable  to  said  city,  out  of  the  common  or  general 
funds  of  said  city. 

§  6«  The  common  council  of  said  city  shall  be,  and  here-  ueeittea. 
by  are  empowered  to  grant  licenses  fop  selling  strong  or 
spirituous  liquors  by  retail,  to  be  drunk  in  the  store,  groce- 
ry or  .victualling-house  of  the  person  receiving  such  license, 
upon  the  payment  annually  for  such  license,  by  each  per- 
son receiving  the  same,  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
over  and  above  the  fees  for  granting  such  license ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council  of  said  city,  from 
time  to  time,  to  make  such  prudential  ordii^ances  and  regu- 
lations fof  the  good  government  of  such  stores,  groceries 
or  victualling-houses,'  as  to  them  shall  seem  necessary  and 
proper,  and  to  enforce  such  ordinances  and  regulations  by 
the  infliction  of  penalties,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  any  one  offence,  or  by  the  suppression  of  surfi  li- 
cense, or  both,  At  the  discretion  of  the  said  com  Aon  coiaxca. 
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raifte  o^  §  y.  tfte  cominon  counefl  of  the  dt^  of  Trw  sbdl  bave 
'''■*^^'  power  from  time  to  time  to  pass  ordinances  for  soppresft- 
ing  gaming  houses,  billiari  tables,  shuffle  boards,  keso  ta^ 
bles,  pin  alleys,  and  all  and  every  other  machine,  instru- 
ment, device  or  contrivance  for  gaming ;  and  to  enforce  the 
observance  of  such  ordinances,  by  the  infliction  of  penal- 
ties not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  any  one  offence, 
of  by  the  forfeiture  of  such  billiard  table,  shuffle  board,  kc- 
no  table,  pin  alley „or  other  machine,  instrumeiitj  device,  or 
Contrivance  for  gaming,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
said  common  council }  and  jn  case  of  any  prosecution  for  the 
recovery  of  any  penalty  created  under  the  authority  ^ven 
by  this  section  ot  this  act,  the  person  or  persons  having  Ihe 
custody  or  care  of  any  such  billiard  table,  shuffle  board, 
keno  table,  pin  alley,  machine,  instrument,  device  or  con- 
trivance for  gaming,  or  the  possessor  of  the  house,  room  or 
place  where  the  same  shall  be  kept,  shall  be  deemed  and 
adjudgedjthe  owner  of  such  billiard  table,  shuffle  board,  ke- 
no table,  pin  alley,  machincf,  instrument,  device,  or  contri- 
vance for  gaming,  and  (fiat  he,  she,  or  they  keep  the  same 
for  the  purposes  of  gaming ;  unless  the  defendent  shall 
prove  upon  any  such  trial,  that  the  same  are  kept  by  him, 
her  or  them,  as  articles  of  merchandize,  and  for  no  other 
purpose ;  and  that  in  all  cases  where  a  recovery  sball  be 
had,  for  any  penalty  to  be  created,  by  virtue  of  the  au-» 
thority  granted  in  this  section  of  this  act,  the  ittarisfrate' 
before  whom  such  recovery  or  judgment  shall  be  had,  shall 
eiidorse  upon  the  execution  to  be  issued  upon  any  such 
judgment,  that  the  defendant  or  defendants  is  or  are  not 
entitled  to  the  liberties  of  the  jail  limits  ;  and  upon  such  de- 
fendant or  defendants  being  commiftted  to  the  custody  of 
the  sheriff  or  keeper  of  the  common  jail ;  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  (he  said  sheriff  or  keeper  of  the  common  jail,  to  con-^ 
fine  the  said  defendant  or  defendants,  in  the  proper  debtors 
apartment  in  the  said  jail,  and  him  or  them  there  safely 
keep,  until  the  said  judgment  and  costs  of  commitment  shall 
be  paid,  or  he  or  they  be  otherwise  discharged  by  due 
c6urse  of  law ;  any  law  or  customs  to  the  contrary  thereof 
notwithstanding. 

^  §  8.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Troy  may  at  any 
time  hereafter,  in  their  discretion,  appoint  any  numbefr  of 
fitemen,  not  exceeding  the  number  of  ten  to  any  one  com- 
pany, to  the  fire-engine  companies  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
raised  or  organized  in  said  city,  in  addition  to  the  number 
of  firemen  now  limited  by  law,  and  such  appointments  to 
f^voke  or  annul  at  their  pleasure ;  which  firemen,  when  so 
appointed  and  for  such  time  as  they  shall  continue  mem- 
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bets  of  a  fire  engine  companj)  shall  be  exempted  from  ser- 
ving an  juries,  and  from  militflo-j  duty,  except  in  c^es  of 
insurrection  or  invasion. 

§  9.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  mayor,Fecorder,  aU  BtdOngi. 
dermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Troy  in  common  coun* 
cil  convened,  in  order  to  prevent  the  enkindling  and  spread- 
ing of  destructive  fir«s  in  said  city,  to  direct  and  order  tliat 
any  and  all,  dwelling-houses,  stores,,  barns,  stables,  and 
other  buildings  which  shall  hereafter  be  built  or  erected  in 
that  part  of  said  city,  which  lies  between  Liberty-street  on 
the  south,  and  Hoostck-street  en  tjie  north,  and  between 
Hudson's  river  and  a  line  running  continuous  of  the  west 
boundary  line  of  Sixth-street,  from  said  Liberty-street  to 
said  Hoosick-street,  shall  be  made  and  constructed  of  stone 
or  brick,  and  covered  with  slate,  tile  or  other  safe  materi- 
als against  fire,  and  not  with  boards  or,  shineles^;  and  for 
ttus  purpose,  from  time  to  time,  to  make,  ordain  and  pass 
auch  rules,  regulations,  by-laws  and  ordinances  not  repug- 
nant to  the  constitution  and  iaws  of  this  state,  as  they  shw 
deem  expedient,  and  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the 
aame,  by  inflicting  sueh  penalties  as  they  shall  deem  pro- 
per, not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  upon 
the  proprietor  or  proprietors,  builder  or  builders  of  any 
dwelling-house,  store,  barn,  stable,  or  other  building,  which 
shall  or  may  hereafter  be  built  or  erected  within  the  limits    . 
aforesaid,  contrary  to  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules^  or 
regulations  so  by  them  to  be  made  or  passed  as  aforesaid,  to 
be  prosecuted  for  and  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any 
court  of  record  in  this  state,  in  the  name  of  the  chamber- 
lain of  said  city,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  mayor,  recorder, 
aldermen  and  comn^onalty  of  said  eity,  in  the  manner  other 
penalties,  for  the  violation  of  the  by-laws  of  said  city,  are,  by 
law,  to  be  prosecuted  and  recovered ;  and  if  any  dwelling- 
house,  store,  bam,  stable,  or  other  building  shall  be  erected 
or  built  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  contrary  to  the  prohibi- 
tion which  shall  be  contained  in  any  by-law  or  ordinance 
which  shall  or  may  hereafter  be  passed  by  the  mayor,  re- 
corder, aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Troy,  pur- 
suant to  the  powers  and  authority  granted  to  them  by  this 
act,  the  same  dwelling-house,  store,  bam,  stable,  or  otllier 
i)uilding  shall  be  deemed  a  common  nuisance. 

§  10.  The  first,  second  and  third  sections,  and  so  much  R^p^ 
of  the  fourth  section  as  is  contained  in  the  second  proviso 
of  the  same  section  of  the  act  entitled  ^^  An  act  relative  to 
the  citjr  of  Troy,"  passed  February  9.  1821 ;  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed  from  and  after  (fans  first  o!f  May 
{text. 
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Tax*  §  1 1.  The  corporation  are  hereby  authorised  to  raise,  by 
tax  on  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  city  of  Troy,  for  city 
purposes,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  leviea  and  collected  in  the  following  manner  :  From  the 
first,  second,  third  and  fourth  wards,  six-tenths  ;  and  four- 
tenths  on  the  whole  city.

Chap.  274. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of  Leaf  To- 
bacco in  the  City  of  New- York. 

Passed  April  19,  1828. 

The  PeapU  of  the  Sate  of  New- York,  represenied  in 
Sfenate  and  Assembly j  do  enact  asfoUoms : 

§  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  person  administering  the  government  of  this 
state,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
annually  to  appoint  some  one  fit  and  proper  person,  as  an 
inspector  of  leaf  tobacco  for  the  city  and  county  of  New- 
York,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  or  until  some 
other  perison  shall  be  appointed  in  his  stead. 

s^potiH.  §  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  inspector  to  appoint  one 
or  more  deputies  under  him,  who,  together  with  the  said 
inspector,  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  ^duties  of  his  or 
their  office,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  required  by  the 
constitution. 

•  mSo^  §  ^'  "^^  ^^^^  inspector,  either  in  person  or  by  his  depu- 
lassfictoT.  ^^^  shall,  when  called  on  for  that  purpose  by  the  owner  or 
consignee  of  iany  leaf  tobacco,  at  all  seasonable  hours  of  the 
day,  immediately  proceed  to  any  ware-house,  or  on  any  of 
the  wharves  in  the  city  of  New-York,  where  he  may  be 
required  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  any  leaf  tobacco  in 
cfasks ;  whereupon  he  shall  proceed  to  uncase  and  break 
each  and  every  cask ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  break  up 
each  cask  in  three  different  places,  to  wit ;  in  the  centre, 
and  at  the  distance  of  not  less  than  ten  inches  from  each 
end,  and  oileiier,  if  in  his  opinion  the  case  may  require,  in 
order  to  a  full  and  fair  examination  of  the  quality  of  the 
same ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  draw  from  each  place 
where  any  cask  may  have  been  so  broken,  a  sample  of  not 
less  than  four  heads  of  the  said  tobacco,  which  he  shall  la- 
bel and  mark  with  a  corresponding  number,  and  mark 
which  he  may  put  on  to  such  cask,  of  which  sample  so 
morkcu)  &0d  numligsred  be  shall  Icrave  tim  «nie-htf  F  with  ihk 
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owner  or  consignee  of  sueh  tobacco,  and  the  other  half  he 
shall  fjarefuUy  preserve  for  the  exmination  of  any  person 
or  persons  who  may  desire  so  to  do,  until  such  tobacco  shall 
hare  been  either  exported  or  sold  for  consumption,  and  af- 
ter a  full  and  fair  examination  of  each  cask,  the  said  in- 
spector shall  ascertain  the  actual  tare  of  each  cask,  and  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  carefully  coopered  and  put  in  good 
order,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  weiehed,  and  in  a  le^ 

fible  manner,  with  a  marking  iron,  shall  mark  on  each 
ead  of  such  cask,  the  gross  weight  of  such  cask  of  to- 
bacco, with  the  actual  tare  or  weight  of  the  package,  and 
shall  at  the  same  time  brand  with  a  branding  iron,  the  name, 
in  full,  of  such  inspector,  with  the  month  and  year  in 
which  such  tobacco  was  by  him  so  inspected,  together  with 
the  quality  of  tobacco  contained  therein,  and  deliver  to  the 
owner  or  consignee,  a  note  or  weigh-bill,  designating  the 
number,  weight  and  quality  of  each  cask  by  him  so  inspect- 
ed, and  the  date  thereof.    - 

§  4.  There  shall  be  designated  four  qualities  of  leaf  to-  povr  qata* 
bacco  and  no  more,  and  they  shall  be  known  and  distin-  tiei  ofto- 
guished  as  follows :  First,  second  and  third  quality,  and  *^***" 
refuse  or  damaged,  with  some  one  of  which  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  inspector,  as  in  his  judgment  the  case  may 
require,  to  make  all  tobacco  submitted  to  his  inspecting, 
and  also  the  samples  which  he  may  draw  from  the  several 
casks. 

§  5.  As  a  compensation  for  his  services  for  inspecting.  Feet, 
marking,  weighing  and  delivering  such  note  or  weigh-bul 
as  aforesaid,  and  for  retaining,  preserving  and  exhibiting 
at  all  times  such  samples  as  he  may  retain  of  such  tobacco 
by  him  so  as  aforesaid  inspected,  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  such  inspector  to  charge  at  and  after  the  rate  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  and  every  cask  by  him  so  inspected,  over 
and  above  the  actual  cosiof  cooperage  and  labour  in  setting 
up  and  preparing  such  tobacco  for  inspection. 

§  6.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  forge",  alter  or  coun-  PemJfy. 
terfeit,  or  attempt  to  forge,  alter  or  counterfeit  any  marks 
or  numbers  which  may  by  such  inspection  be  put  on  any 
cask  of  tobacco  as  aforesaid,  or  if  any  person  shall  fraudu- 
lently change  or  repack  any  tobacco  so  inspected  as  afore- 
said, from  one  cask  into  another  cask  with  the  intent  to  de- 
fraud, or  impose  one  quality  of  tobacco  for  another  quality, 
or  shall  fraudulently  or  ^vith  intent  to  deceive,  remove  any 
49tave  or  heading  whereon  such  inspector  may  have  put 
such  marks  and  numbers  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  forge,  change 
or  alter  f n  any  manner,  any  such  weigh-note,  dr  the  marks 
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and  numbers  which  such  inspector  shall  have  attached  tfi 
any  samples  which  he  maj  have  drawn  for  exhibition,  such

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  AssenMj/y  do  enact  as  follows  : 
'QvDtfer.  §  ^*  '^^^  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  are  hereby 
authorised  to  transfer  from  the  Erie  and  Champlain  canal 
fund  to  the  Oswego  canal  fund,  th^  sum  of  sixty-five  thou-: 
sand  seveii  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  fifty-nine 
cents,  which  belonged  to  the  Oswego  canal  fund,  and  has 
been  appropriated  in  cancelling  the  stock  of  the  Erie  and 
Champlain  canals. 

tou.  §  S.  The  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  are  hereby  aur 
thorised  to  borrow,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
most  for  the  interest  of  the  state,  such  sum  of  money  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  complete  the  Oswego  canal,  not  ex^ 
ceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT  further  to  amend  (he  Act  entiiled  "  An 
Act  to  incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  Marines 
Hospital,  called  the  ^-Sailors'  Snug  Harbor,'  in  ih6 
City  of  New- York,"  passed  March  25th,  1814. 

Passed  April  19^  1828. 

The  People  of  the  Slate  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  trustees  of  the  SaUors^  Snug  Harbor,  in  the  city  Lndtobe 
of  New-York,  are  hereby  authorised  to  adopt  all  such  mea-"*"'**^- 
sures  as  may  be  necessary  to  regulate  the  tract  of  land  de« 
vised  to  them  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Robert 
Richard  Randall,  so  as  to  make  it  conform  to  the  permanent 
plan  of  the  city ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  trustees  may 
dig  down  their  ground,  where  it  is  too  high,  and  remove  it 
to  other  parts  of  the  said  premises,  which  are  tpo  low :  And 
further^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  their  surplus  earth.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Blenheim  Bridge  Com- 
pany*

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-lTork^  f^edenied  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  All  such  persons  as  shall  become  subscribers  to  the  coteniyA 
stock  hereafter  described ,  in  the  maiinec  herein  after  men- ci«««S^ 
tioned,  and  their  present  and  future  associates,  tiieir  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  bofidy  pplific  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  "  The  President  and  JDirectorS 
of  the  Blenheim  Bridge  Company,^'  for  tlbe  piupose  olf 
building  a  bridge  over  the  Schoharie  river,  in  tne  town  of 
Blenheim',  in  the  county  of  Schoharie,  near  the  Bouse  ^ 
colonel  John  Fink,  and  they  are  hereby  ordained,  consU- 
tuted  and  declared  to  be,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  a  body 
politic,  in  (act  and  in  name ;  and  by  that  name,  they  and 
their  successors  shall  and  may  hereafter  have  succession^ 
and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  })eing  answer-, 
ed  untoy  defending  and,  being  defended,  in  dl  courts  and 
'  places  whatsoever  ]^  and  they  and  their  successors  may  have

If  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  malicious- 
ly do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  any  act  whatsoever,  whereby  the 
said  bridge,  or  any  thing  appertaining  to  the  same,  shall  be 
weakened  or  injured,,  the  said  person  or  persons,  so  offend- 
ing, shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company  treble  th^

act,  or  shall  cause  his,  her  or  their  horse,  carriage,  wagon, 
sleigh,  sled,  cattle,  or  any  thin^  ajqiiertaining  to  them,  which 
is  liable  to  toll  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to  pass  the  same  with* 
out  having  paid  the  toll  for  passing  said  bridge,  such  person

fence, not  less  than  one  dollar,  to  be  recovered  in  die  naWe 
of  the  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  thesfiid  corporation.

AN  Atj't  to  enable  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com* 
monalty  of  the  City  of  New- York  to  raise  Money 
by  a  Tai(,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Passed  April  19,  1828. 

The  Peopk  of  tie  State  of  NeuhVorky  reprtfefnted  in 
Senate  and  AssenMy^  do  enact  asfoUows : 
AflMMi  tttc  §  Iv  The  mayor,  recorder  and  fddermen  of  tiie  city  of 
New-York,  as  the  supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of 
Mew-Yorb,  or  a  majority  of  them,  of  whom  the  mayor  «r 
recorder  shall  be  one,  shall  bey  and  are  hereby  empowered, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  passmg  of  this 
act,  to  order  and  cause  to  be  raised  by  tax  on  the  estates,^ 
real  and  personal,  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of, 
and  situated  within  the  said  city;  to  be  doUected,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  thousand  dollars,  to 
^^ff^  biB  ^>plied  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of 
wad  MoBty.  the  sidd  city  and  county,  the  support  and  maintenance  of

AN  ACT  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  lay  out  a 
Road  from  the  Village  of  Middleville,  in  the 
Town  of  Fairfield,  near  the  house  of  Jeremiah 
Corey,  to  the  town  of  Utica. 

Passed  Aprfl  19,  1828. 

The  Peapk  of  the  State  ofNew-Yorky  represented  in 
l^^nate and  AssenMy^  do  enaciasfMows : 
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§  t*  Stephen  Aytes  and  Richard  Bushnell,  of  die  coun*  coauus- 
ty  of  Herkimer,  and  John  D.  Leland,  of  Oneida  countr,  «<»»»• 
are  hereby  a}^ointed  eoumissioners  to  lay  out  a  pubne 
highway,  of  four  rods  wide,  from  the  house  of  Jeremiah 
Corey,  in  the  town  of  Fairfield,  in  the  eoanty  of  Herki- 
mer, by  the  most  direct  and  practicable  route,  to  the  town 
of  Utica,  in  the  county  of  Oaieida. 

§  9.  The  said  commissioners,  after  layine  out  said  road»    M^«d 
»hail  cause  to  be  made  an  accurate  map  of  the  survey  of  ^*^^* 
said  road,  and  cause  the  same,  with  a  copy  of  the  field  notes 
of  the  mrvey,  to  be  filed  in  the  respective  clerk's  offices 
of  the  several  towns  through  which  such  road  shall  be  laid, 
and  if  the  said  road  shall  be  laid  through  any  improved 
land  not  now  used  ftn*  a  highway,  the  damages  shall  be  ap-  • 
praised  and  paid,  and  the  road  opened  and  improved,  in

on  said  road,  situate  east  of  the  dwelling-house  of  Sidney 
Tuttle,  in  the  town  of  Windham,  as  the  said,  company  are 
aothorised  to  take  by  the  third  section  of  the  act,  entitled 
^'  An  act  to  amend  uie  act,  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate 
the'Scboharie-kill  bridge  company,  passed  the  SOtfi  day 
of  March,  1802,  and  for 'extending  the  limits  of  the  road

Liiket!obe  §  !•  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  canal  commissioners  so 
lowvnd.  ^^  construct  the  works  of  the  Cayuga  and  Seneca  canal,  as 
to  reduce  the  waters  of  the  Seneca  lake,  two  feet  below  their 
natural  level,  by  deepening  the  canal  at  Waterloo,  and  in 
the  outlet  of  the  Seneca  lake,  so  as  to  give  five  feet  of  ^ater 
befow  such  riedoced  level  of  the  lake ;  one  foot  of  which  to 
serve  as  a  reservoir,  to  be  drawn  from  during  the  low  state 
of  water  in  (he  summer  season*,  provided  that  the  owhers  of 
juroperty  at  the  head  of  the  Seneca  lake,  or  any  one  of  them, 
do,  within  thirty  days  after  the  ^Kmount  shall  be  ascertained, 
in  the  manner  herein  after  directed,  pay  to  the  canal  com- 
missioners, or  either  of  them,  all  damages  that  will  result 
from  so  reducing  the  said  lake  below  its  natural  level,  and 
constructing  the  said  canal  on  a  level  correspondent  with 
such  reduction,  to  idl  mills,  wharves,  hydraulic  pri^^ileges, 
•  and  other  property  on  the  Seneca  lake,  and  the  outlet 
thereof,  f6r  the  benefit  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  be  ag- 
grieved, and  shall  be  legally  entitled  to  claim  such  dama- 
ges, in  consequence  of  such  reduction  of  the  Waters  of  the 
Iak«,  and  the  construction  of  the  works  of  the  ctfnal  on  a 
level,  two4eet  below  the  natural  level  of  the  lakA;  and  do 
alsOf  within  the  time  aforesaid,  pay  to  the  said  coihunission- 
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ers.the  additional  expense,  if  any  to  the  state,  whicb  if 
shall  be  estimated  that  the  construction  of  the  said  canal  on 
suck  reduced  level  shall  amount  unto. 

§  2.  The  appraisal  of  damages  and  estimate  of  additional  Amoit^n 
expense  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  made  by  a  board  consisting  of  ^^'™*^"' 
one  of  the  acting  canal  commissioners,  the  canal  appraisers, 
and  two  principal  engineers,  to  be  appointed  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  canal  board ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board,  thus  constituted,  to  take  into  the  account  of 
damage  and  additional  expense  the  benefits  as  well  as  da- 
mages resulting  from  the  construction  of  the  said  canal  on 
such  reduced  level,  with  a  reservoir  as  aforesaid,  as  well  to 
the  state  as  to  the  owners  of  mills,  wharves,  hydraulic  pri^ 
vileges,  and  other  property  affected  by  such  reduction.

T%e  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  jo 
Senate  and  AaaenMy,  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Farmers'  Turnpike  Road 
and  Bridge  Company  in  the  county  of  Ulster,  to  demand 
and  receive,  at  the  gate  erected  on  said  road,  from  all  per- 
sons using  the  same,  the  following  rates.of  toll,  to  wit :  for 
every  wagon  with  two  horses  or  oxen,  six  cents ;  for  every 
wason  with  one  horse,  four  cents ;  and  in  all  other  cases 
of  the  payment  of  toll,  the  directors  of  said  company  are 
hereby  directed  to  regulate  and  reduce  the  rates  thereof, 
to  any  sum  not  less  than  one  half  of  the  amount  fixed 
in  and  by  the  act  of  incorporation  of  said  company,  pas* 
sed  March  Uth,  1808:  but  every  person  when  passing 
through  said  gate  to  or  from  public  worship,  or  a  funeral, 
or  a  grist-mill  for  the  grinding  of  grain  for  his  family  use,

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- Fork j  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

&  1.  JohnRichards,  of  Caldwell,  in  the  county  of  Warren,'  CoiunM- 
Iddo  Osgood,  of  Keene,  and  Nathan  Shearman,  of  Moriah,  "«'«*"• 
in  the  county  of  Essex,  are  appointed  commissioners  to  ex- 
plore, lay  ont,  open  and  work  a  road,  on  the  most  eligible 
route,  westward,  from  Cedar  Point,  on  the  west  shore  of 
Lake  Champlain,  through  the  towns  of  Moriah  and  New- 
comb,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  passing  as  near  as  the  natural 
jmake  of  the  country  will  admit,  through  townships  number 
Ififty-nine,  forty-four,  forty-six,  twenty-seven  and  twenty- 
eight,  in  Totten  and  Crossfield's  purchase,  to  the  west 
bounds  of  the  said  county.

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Arenge  §  S*  Tbej  sball  not  assess  the  lands  on  that  portion  of 
eer  aUe.  the  roftd,  lying  between  Cedar  Point  and  the  Elizabethiown 
road,  any  higher  than  may  be  necessary  to  open  and  work 
that  portion  of  the  road,  nor  any  lands  higher  tfian,  including 
die  sum  appropriated  by  this  bill,  to  amount,  on  an  average, 
to  three  hundred  and  forty  dollars  for  every  mile  in  length 
of  such  road.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-  Yarkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  asfoUows : 

§  1.  The  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  people  of  this     cttiBU

^    AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hudson  and  Berkshire 
Rail  Road  Company. 

Passed  April  31,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Asseiribly^  do  enact  as  follows :  - 
CotpontioB  §  1*  AH  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursu- 
cx««ted.  ^Qt  to  tliis  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  ^^  The  president,  directors 
and  company  of  the  Hudson  and  Berkshire  rail-road  com- 
pany." 

Darafion.  §  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  continue  un- 
til the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-eight. 

Bxciaaire  §  3.  The  Said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  herebj 
night.  vested  i^vith  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  to  construct  and 
maintain, a  single  or  double  rail-road  or  way,  from  tKie  citjr 
of  Hudson,  through  the  county  of  Columbia,  by  the  most 
eligible  route,  to  the  town  of  West  Stockbridge,  in  the 
comraouwealth  of  Massachusetts,  for  the  purpose  of  trans-- 
.  porting,  taking  and  carrying  property  and  persons  on  the 
same,  by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of 
any  mechanical  or  other  power,  or  of  any  combination  of 
them,  which  the  said 'corporation  may  choose  or  direct  to 
employ  or  have  employed  thereon.

AN  ACT  to  alter  the  namq  of  the  Town  of  Gerry- 
ville  in  the  County  of  Genesee. 

Passed  April  21, 1888. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York j  represented  in 
Smote  and  AseenMy^  do  enact  asfoUows: 

§  1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  town  of 
Gerryville,  in  the  county  of  Oenesee,  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  of  Alabama.

The  People  qf  the  ^ate  qf  ^  New^Yarky  repressed  in 
Senate  and  Assmbly^Ao  enad  as  follows : 

§  1.  Jacob  Haiebt,  Thomas  B.  Cook,  Francis  A.  Blood-corBdntSB^ 
good,  Ebenezer  Mack,  and  their  aissociates,  are  hereby  con-  emtod. 
stituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Ci^kill  and  Ithaca  rail-road  company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  single  or  double  rail-road  or  way,  from  any 
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point  within  the  village  of  CatskiU)  in  the  county  of  Grreehe^- 
to  the  iriilage  of  Ithaca,  in  the  county  of  Tompkins,  to  trans- 
port, take  and  carry  property  and  persona  upon  the  same, 
br  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  me- 
chanical or  other  power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them, 
which  the  said  corporation  may  ehoose  to  apply ;  and  by 
that  nttine  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  vested  with  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  and  privi- 
lege of  constructing,  erecting,  building,  making  and  using  a 
single  or  double  railroad  or  ways,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
BfiiSi  from  and  to  any  point  comprised  within  the  limits 
above  mentioned. 

§  2.  If  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  not,  within 

^  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence,  and 

'  within  ten  years  thereafter,  construct,  finish  and  put  in 

operation  the  said  single  or  double  rail-road  or  ways,  then 

the  aAd  corporation  shall  thenceforth  forever  cease,  and  Ibis 

act  be  null  and  void. 

teoek.  §  S.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  be  fiA 

teen  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed  per- 
sonal property,  and  transferable  in  such  manner  as  the  said 
corporation  shall  by  by-law  direct ;  and  the  state  shall  have 
the  right  to  subscribe  for  one  thousand  shares  of  the  capital 
stock ;  and  when  subscribed,  then  the  comptroller  of  the 
state  shall  be  a  director  of  the  company  ex  officio. 

SoUenp-  ,  §  4.  Jacob  Haight^  Thomas  B.  Cook  and  Orrin  Day,  of 
™*  C&tskiU,  Francis  A.  Bloodgood,  Jeremiah  S.  Beebe  and 
Ebenezer  Mack,  of  Ithaca,  and  Lynde  Cattifi,'  Myndert  Van 
Schaick  and  Stephen  Whitney,  of  New-York,  shall  be  com- 
missioners, the  duty  of  whom,  or  a  majority  of  them,  it 
shall  be,  within  the  period  of  one  year  after  the  passing  of 
this  act,  at  some  suitable  place  in  the  city  of  New-York  and 
in  the  villages  of  Catskill  and  Ithaca,  to  open  books  to  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation ; 
ahd  twenty  days  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  comniis- 
sioners  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  ojpening  of  the  said 
books,  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  in  the  said  city  and 
each  of  the  said  villages  ;  and  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be 
^bscribed,  to  give  a  like  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stock-

Passed  April  21,  1888. 

WHEREAS  it  has  been  represented  to  the  ledslatore 
on  behalf  of  Ernest  Alexis  Dubois  Vicomte  de  Uourval^ 
and  Eugenie  Victoire  Francoise  Soloma  Xaviere  Isabella, 
his  wife,  that  the  said  Eugene  Victoire  Francoise  Soloma 
Xaviere  Isabella,  is  the  only  surviving  daughter  and  sole 
heir  at  law  of  Jean  Victoire  Marie  Moreau,  and  Alexandrine 
Louise  Eugenie  Hulot,  his  wife,  who,  by  an  act  passed  on 
the  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  nine,  were  authorised  to  take  and  hold 
real  estate  within  this  state ;  that  they,  or  the  survivors  of

Hulot :  That  the  said  Alexandrine  Louise  Eueenie  Hulot 
hath  also  departed  this  life,  leaving  the  said  Eugenie  Vic- 
toire Francoise  Soloma  Xaviere  Isabella  her  only  child  and 
sole  heir  at  law,  who  but  for  her  alienage  would  be  entitled 
to  the*  said  estate  in  fee :  That  neither  the  said  Jean  Vic- 
toire Marie  Moreau,  nor  the  said  Alexandrine  Louise  Eu- 
genie Hulot,  have  left  any  relations  whatsoever  capable  of 
takingthe  said  estate  :  And  whereas  the  said  Eugenie  Vic- 
toire Francoise  Soloma  Xaviere  Isabella  hath  petitioned

Chap.  308. 

AN  ACT  to  authwise  the  Supervisors  of  the  Coun- 
ty of  Monroe,  to  raise  Money  to  build  a  Jail. 

Passed  April  21,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  SSate  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  asfoUowa : 

§  1.  The  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Monroe  are  here- 
by authorised  to  sell  and  convey  the  land  on  which  is  now 
located  the  jail  buildings  of  the  county  ;  and  the  proceeds 
thereof  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  and  ajq>lied  towanis 
the  expense  of  purchasing  a  new  site  for  a  jail,  and  erect-* 
ing  a  new  jail. 

T9X,  §  2.  The  superrisors  of  said  county  are  hereby  required, 
at  their  next  annual  meeting,  to  assess  and  raise  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  treasurer's  and  col- 
lectors' fees,  as  other  county  charses  are  assessed  and  col- 
lected, for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  lot  and  building  a 
jail,  to  be  raised  in  two  annual  instalments,  the  first  instal- 
ment to  be  raised  the  present  year. 

§  3.  The  said  jail  shall  be  built  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  supervisors ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to"  pay,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  supervisors,  to  such  commissioners,  all  the 
monies  which  come  to  the  treasury  by  virtue  of  this  act. 

§  4.  The  supervisors  are  empowered  to  borrow  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  any  part  thereof;  ana  in  that 
case  shall  add  the  interest  which  they  shall  agree  to  pay,  to 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  collected  therei%ith  : 
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and  the  said  tax  is  hereby  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the 
money  so  borrowed. 

§  5.  In  case  the  money  for  which  the  present  jail  lot  sv^^ 
shall  seU,  and  Che  five  thousand  dollars  by  this  act  directed 
to  be  collected,  shall  not  be  required  for  purchasing  the  lot 
and  building  the  jail,  the  balance  shall  be  paid  into  the  trea- 
sury, to  be  appropriated  to  discharge  the  contingent  county 
charges. 

§  6.  When  the  jail  hereby  authorised  to  be  biiilt  shall  be    Duty  «f 
completed,  the  same  shall  be  the  jail  of  the  county ;  and  •»»«'»»    . 
the  sheriff  shall  remove  thereto  all  prisoners  which  may  be 
confined  in  the  present  jail,  until  which  time  the  present 
jail  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county. 


Chap.  309. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  Act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
'  prohibit  the  storing  of  Gun-Ppwder  in  the  Coun* 
ty  of  Kings,"  passed  April  13, 1820. 

Passed  April  21,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New^York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  September  next,  itJ^oWks*i<» 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  store  or  keep  gun- 
powder at  Fort  Green,  in  the  town  of  Brooklyn,  in  the 
county  of  Kings,  in  a  greater  quantity  than  twenty-eighi 
pounds ;  but  it  shall  be  la\t^ful  from  the  psftssing  of'  this  act, 
for  the  dealers*in  gun-powder  to  store  and  keep  the  same  at 
Green's  Point,  in  the  town  of  Bushwick,  in  said  county.

aforesaid  licensed,  who  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  gaming, 
with  cards  or  dice,  or  any  kind  of  gaming  by  lot  or  chance, 
in,  about,  or  upon  any  part  of  his  premises,  or  shall  enter* 
tain  or  suffer  to  remain  on  his  premises,  any  riotous,  or  un- 
lawful, or  disorderly,  or  noisy  assemblage  or  company,  or 
shall  otherwise  keep  a  disorderly  or  unwholesome  house, 
ke  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  offence  the  ^halty  of  fif* 
teen  dollars ;  and  upon  being  convicted  or  having  judgment 
pass  against  him  therefor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  trwh 
lees  to  annul  his  said  license. 

§  4.  In  cas^  a  vacancy  shall  hi^pen  in  the  office  of  any 
assessor,  treasurer,  collector,  or  fire  warden  for  said  village, 
from  any  cause  whatever,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trus- 
tees, within  thirty  days  after  the  happening  thereof,  to  ap 
point  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fiU  such  vacancy ; 
which  person  or  persons,  so  appointed,  shall  be  vested  with 
like  powers,  and  subject  to  the  same  penalties  and  re8tric>- 
lions  as  if  elected  by  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  said 
village,  at  their  annual  or  any  other  election. 

§  5-  When  any  tax  shall  be  voted  to  be  levied  or  raised 
in  said  village,  at  any  meeting  duly  notified,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the'  president  of  the  said  board  of  trustees,  within  a 
reasonable  time  thereafter,  to  be  designated  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  assessors  of  said  viK 
lage ;  and  on  receiving  the  said  notification,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  assessors  to  make  their  assessment  accsoi^ 
ding  to  law,  within  the  length  of  time  prescribed  bylaw  fo( 
making  assessments  in  the  several  towns  in  (he  state ;  whick 
said  time  shall  always  begin  and  be  computed  from  the  pe- 
riod when  the  president  shall  have  given  such  notification : . 
Pravidedf  That  one  assessment,  duly  made  in  any  jgu^ 
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skall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  true  value  of  tbe  proper- 
ty for  that  year,  ending  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  for  the 
puipose  of  apportioning  every  tax  that  may  be  voted  to  be 
levied  or  raised  during  the  same  year ;  and  also,  that  after 
one  assessment  as  aforesaid,  no  notice  need  be  given  to  the 
said  assessors  of  any  subsequent  tax  voted  to  be  levied  or 
raised  for  the  same  year. 

§  6.  Such  parts  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  as  are  incom-  Repeal- 
pitible  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 


Chap.  315. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Junction  Canal  Com- 
pany. 

Passed  April  21, 1828. 

Tlie  People  of  the  State  of  New-Fork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aesembly,  do  enact  asfoUowa : 

§1.  Stephen  Boss,  Lewis  Burtis,  Elias  Parmelee,  Gar- oorpa«tioa 
rit  Peebles,  Abijah  Purinton,  Jacob  C.  Lansing,  and  Oliver  ei««tfi^ 
Arnold,  with  such  other  persons  as  shall  associate  with 
them  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style 
and  title  of  the  ^^  Junction  Canal  Company.'' 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  may  make  and  establish  such  By^iawf. 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
appear  necessary  for  the  good  government  thereof,  and 
the  preservation  and  due  management  of  their  property,  in- 
terest and  affairs ;  and  to  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, may  annex  suitable  penalties,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  duly  executed. 

§  3.  It  may  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  stopk.

Arnold,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  at  such  place  or  places,  and  at  such  time  or 
limes>  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  think  expedient, 
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to  open  ho6kB  for  the  purpose  of  receiviog  subscriptioDd  to 
the  capital  stoek  of  the  said  compaAj* 

Notice.  §  ^*  Public  notice  shall  be  given  in  at  least  one  of  the 
newspapers  printed  in  each  of  the  counties  of  Rensselaer 
and  Albany,  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  said  books,  at 
least  twenty  days  previously. 


Forthtr  §  ^'  Such  books  shall  be  kept  open  ten  days,  if  the 
•aiMcrip.  whole  number  of  shares  aforesaid  should  not  sooner  be  sub- 
*^*  scribed ;  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  that  time,  the  ii^hole 
number  of  shares  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  subscribed^ 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  above  named, 
or  any  three  of  them,  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from 
place  to  place,  until  the  whole  number  of  shares  shall  be 
subscribed,  of  which  adjournment  they  shall  give  notice  if 
they  deem  it  proper. 

Foim.  §  7.  The  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  pre- 
scribe the  form  of  said  subscription,  and  whenever  twenty 
thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sqbscribed  to  the  stock  of 
said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commission- 
ers, or  a  majority  of  them,  to  give  notice  by  advertisement 
in  at  least  one  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  each  of  the 
counties  aforesaid,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  thereto, 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  an  election  of  directors  of 
said  company. 

Certificate.  §  8*  The  Commissioners  before  named,  or  any  three  of 
them,  shall  hold  the  said  election,  an4  shall  certify,  under 
their  hands  and  seals^  the  names  of  those  duly  elected,  and 
shall  deliver  over  to  them  the  said  certificates  and  subscrip- 
tion books.

Directow.  §  9.  The  directors  so  chosen  shall  hold  their  offices  un- 
til the  expiration  of  one  year,  and  until  others  shaD  be  cho- 
sen in  theii  places. 

Votes.  §  10.  In  the  first  election,  and  all  other  elections  or 
votings  of  every  description,  each"  share  shall  entitle  the 
holder  to  one  vote  ;  but  no  transfer  of  any  share  shall  enar 
ble  the  holder  to  vote,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been 
made  at  least  ten  days  before  such  election  or  voting. 

Election.  •§  11.  The  said  corooration  shall  not  cease  by  reason  of 
not  holding  any  annual  election  on  the  day  designated ;  bat 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,  by  their 
by-laws,  to  provide  for  an  election  on  any  other  day. 
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§  12.  The  maDagement  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  cor-  Directon. 
poration  shall  be  entrusted  to  not  less  than^five,  nor  more 
than  thirteen  directors,  to  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  the 
stockholders,  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§  13.  The  directors  first  chosen,  and  such  directors  asp^^^^^^^ 
shall  be.thereafter  chosen  at  any  subsequent  election,  shall 
immediately  thereafter  meet  and  elect  one  of  their  number, 
who  shall  be  the  president  thereof  until  another  election, 
and  also  elect  a  treasurer  "and  secretary,  who  may  be  re- 
moved at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  president  and  directors, 
and  others  elected  in  their  places ;  and  a  majority  of  the 
said  directors  shall  constitute  a  board  for  every  purpose 
within  the  provisions  of  this  act.

or  near  its  junction  with  the  Champlain  canal,  in  the  town 
of  Watervliet,  in  the  county  of  Albany,  thence  easterly 
across  or  upon  the  Mohawk  river,  its  branch  or  branches, 
island  or  islands,  or  any  of  them,  to  the  Hudson  river,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  white  or  middle  sprout  or  branch  of  the 
Mohawk  river,  so  called,  and  to  use  said  river,  branch  or 
branches,  as  a  part  or  in  continuation  of  said  canal,  to  the  east 
bank  of  said  Hudson  river ;  to  form,  construct  and  establish 
a  towing  path  or  paths,  bridge  or  bridges,  ferry  or  ferries, 
harbor  or  harbors,  basin  or  basins,  all  necessary  locks, 
aqueducts,  culverts,  dams,  waste-weirs,  and  toll-houses, 
and  all  other  works  proper  or  necessary  for  the  towing  or 
conveyance  of  boats,  vessels,  or  other  things,  to  or  from  said 
Erie  canal,  and  said  east  bank  of  said  Hudson  river ;  to 
make  side-cuts  or  lateral  canals  or  feeders  from  said  Mo- 
hawk river,  or  its  branch  or  branches,  and  use  the  waters 
thereof,  by  paying  the  owner  or  owners  of  mills  and  other 
hydraulic  works,  (if  any,)  all  damages  which  they  may 
sustain  in  consequence  of  a  deprivation  of  said  waters, 
when  the  same  shall  be  ascertained  in  manner  hereinafter 
provided ;  to  regulate  the  time,  manner  and  order  in  which 
all  boats,  craft,  property  or  effects  shall  pass  on  said  canal ; 
to  establish  the  amount  of  tolls  or  transit  duties,  and  the 
manner  and  mode  of  collecting  the  same,  whether  on  the 
b^at,  vessel  or  craft  carrying  property  or  effects,  or  on  the 
property  or  effects  themselves,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be. 

§  15.  The  said  corporation  shall  complete  the  said  canal,   Timelini- 
and  all  the  locks  and  other  works  connected  with  or  belong-  *^^* 
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ing  thereto,  and  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  boat  nariga* 
tion,  in  five  years  after  the  passing  of  this  act. 

§  16.  The  powers  of  the  company  hereby  incorporated 
sliall  be  confined  to  the  construction  of  the  canal  by  this  act 
contemplated  to  be  made,  and  the  works  to  be  connected 
therewith,  and  shall  extend  to  no  other  object  or  business 
whatsoever. 

Lndt.  §  n*  That  said  corporation  may  purchase  and  foreFer 
hold  any  and  all  lands  and  real  estate,  necessary  for  con- 
structing, maintaining  and  repairing  said  canal  and  the 
works  connected  therewith ;  and  may  also  receive,  hold  and 
take  all  voluntary  grants  and  donations  of  real  estate  and 
lands  which  shall  he  made  to  them,  to  aid  the  objects  of 
said  corporation ;  and  whenever,  in  either  of  the  ways 
aforesaid,  the  said  corporation  shall  become  possessed  of 
and  own  any  lands  and  real  estate  which  it  may  be  unne« 
cessary  for  them  to  retain  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  them  to  occupy  or  sell,  lease,  alien  and  con-

Appimife-  §  18*  For  ^^^  purpose  of  assuring  to  the  said  company 
Mo^  all  the  lands,  real  estate  and  waters  requisite  for  the  con- 
structing and  maintaining  said  canal  and  the  works  con- 
nected therewith,  whenever  the  said  lands  and  waters  shaU 
not  be  obtained  by  voluntary  donation  or  fair  purchase,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  by  their  agents,  super- 
intendents or  engineers,  to  enter  upon,  take  possession  of 
and  use  all  such  lands,  real  estates  and  streams  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid ;  and  in  case  of  disa- 
greement between  the  directors  of  the  company  and  any 
person  or  persons  owning  any  land  or  property  which  the 
said  corporation  may  so  occupy,  or  which  may  be  injured

aforesaid. 

Mftteriaif.  §  21.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation,  by  their 
aeentSy  superintendents  or  engineers,  to  enter  upon  and 
take  all  necessary  materials  for  the  construction,  altering 
or  repairing  of  said  canal  and  the  works  connected  there- 
with, adjoining  or  near  said  canal,  on  whose  premises  so- 
ever the  same  may  be,  they  paying  for  the  same  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  this  act  for  other  damages,  and  the 
same  to  hold,  own  and  possess,  to  and  for^thesame  purposes.

If  any  person  not  authorised  (o,  shall  open  or  shut, 
or  cause  to  be  opened  or  shut,  any  lock-gate  or  any  paddle 
or  culvert  gate  of  said  canal,  or  any  waste  gate  thereof,  or 
shall  wantonly  drive  any  nails,  spike,  pins  or  wedges  or 
other  thine,  into  either  of  said  gates,  or  shall  break,  throw 
down  or  destroy  any  lock,  embankment,  waste-weir,  dam, 
aqueduct  or  bridge,  or  any  fence  on  or  belongiDg  to  said 
canal,  or  do  any  damage  thereto,  or  to  any  of  the  works  be- 
longing to  said  canal,  such  person  shall  for  every  such  of- 
fence forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  corporation  the  sum  of  one

AN  ACT  to  suppress  Duelling. 

Passed  April  21,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yorky  repreaented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  If  any  inhabitant  or  resident  of  this  state  shall,  by  i 
previous  appointment  or  engagement,  fight  a  duel  without  JiST  ^ 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  and  in  so  doing,  shall  inflict  a 
wound  or  wounds  upon  his  antagonist  or  any  other  person, 
whereof  the  person  thus  injured  shall  die,  within  one  year 
and  a  day  thereafter,  within  this  state,  every  such  offender, 
and  the  second  or  seconds  engaged  in  such  duel,  shall  be 
■deemed  and  adjudged  guilty  of  murder  within  this  state,  and 
may  be  indicted  in  the  county  where  such  death  shall  hap- 
pen ;  and  the  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  thereon,  and  the 
like  punishment  indicted,  as  if  the  wound  or  wounds  had 
been  given  in  the  same  county  where  the  party  shall  die. 

§  2.  Any  person  who  shall  challenge  another  to  fight  a  cauOleDge; 
duel,  or  shall  accept  any  such  challenge,  and  any  person 
-who  shall  knowingly  carry  or  deliver  any  written  challenge 
to  fight  a  duel,  or  any  verbal  message  meant  or  puiporting 
to  be  a  challenge,  or  siiall  be  present  at  the  time  of  nghting 
a  duel,  ais  a  second,  aid  or  sureeon,  or  shall  advise  or  give 
any  countenance  ot  assisfanfee  thereto,  on  being  thereof  du- 
ly convicted,  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  felony,  and  punish- 
ed by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison,  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding seven  years.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yorky  repreaenled  in 
Iflenate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows :    . 

JL  Thomas  McBurney,  of  the  town  of  Painted-Post, 
Samuel  Erwin,  of  Erwin,  and  all  such  persons  as  shall 
associate  with  them  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  good  and 
sufficient  turnpike  road,^  to  begin  at  the  easterly  end  of  the 
Chimney  Narrows,  in  the  said  town  of  Painted-Post,  in  the 
county  of  Steuben,  running  westerly  to  the  east  Une  of  tl^e 
town  of  Erwin,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  madiB  and  created  a 
corporation  artd  body  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the 
name  of  "  The  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the 
Painted-Post  Turnpike  Boad  Company ;"  and  by  that  name

:MoMjhow  §  I.  The  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  was  made  by  the 
Sj^2^  act  herebT  amended,  to  coUect  certain  monies  due  to  the 
people  of  uiis  state,  and  to  pay  the  aame  over  to  such  suflbrers 
by  Uie  late  war,  as  were  named  in  a  list  of  claims  certified 
by  Oliver  C.  Comstock,  Archibald  8.

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of 
Conquest,  Victory,  and  Sterling,  in  the  county  of  Cayuga, 
and  the  towns  thereunto  adjacent,  to  construct  a  canal  or 
ditch,  commencing  at  Seneca  river,  in  the  town  of  Con- 
quest, thence  running  north  on  the  most  eligible  route  to 
communicate  with  Duck  lake ;  thence  northerly  until  it  in- 
tersects Sodus  creek,  on  lot  number  forty-^me,  in  the  town

ndsed  shidl  be  applied  by  said  trustees  towards  defraying 
t)M  contingent  expenses  of  said  village ;  but  each  and  eve- 
n  grocer  shall,  previous  to  or  at  the  time  of  receiving  such 
heense^  appear  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county 
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fof  Orleans,  or  before  the  preaident  of  the  bo«rd  of  Inisteei, 
and  enter  into  a  recognkanee  to  the  peofde  of  the  state  of 
New-York,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  conditioned 
that  such  person  will  not,  during  the  time  such  person  shall 
sell  liquors  as  aforesaid,  keep  a  disorderly  house  or  shop, 
or  sunar  or  permit  any  cock-fighting,  gaining,  or  playing 
with  cards  or  dice,  or  keep  a  biUiard  taUe,  or  other  gwiag 
table,  or  raffling,  within  their  said  grocery. 

§  18.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act;  and  the CsiOieMt

Passed  April  21, 18S8. 

Tke  People  of  ike  State  of  New-Tork,  r^freamUed  v» 
Smote  and  Assembly^  do  enact  asfoUows : 

Jl.  Benjamin  Holmes,  Sidney  LaMrrence,  AzelShepard,  Cotponti^ 
their  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  ^'***^ 
by  the  name  of  the  Franklin  and  St.  Lawrence  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  turninke  road 
from  the  point  in  the  west  boundary  line  of  the  township 
of  Moira,  where  the  public  road  leading  from  the  four  cor- 
ners in  said  township  crosses  the  said  line ;  thence  west- 
erly through  the  town  of  Brasher,  near  Davi^  S.  Murray's, 
to  the  point  in  the  east  boundary  line  of  Stockholm,  wliere 
the  said  road  lea4ing  by  the  si|i4  Murray's  crosses  the 
same.

§  1.  The  title  to  all  that  certain  piece  of  ground  situate 
in  the  town  of  Brooklyn,  near  Fort-Greene,  which  has  been 
heretofore  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  a  burial-place  for 
said  town,  shall  be  vested  in  the  several  congregations  and 
religious  societies,  agreeably  to  the  map  heretofore  made 
by  the  burial-ground  committee  of  said  town,  and  filed  ij\ 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Kings.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Plattsburgli  Academy. 

Passed  April  21,  1828. 

The  People  of  the  SUde  of  New-Yorky  rqn-eeented  in 
Senate  and  Aesembly^  do  enact  asfoUowe  : 

§  1.  Benjamin  Mooers,  John  Lynde,  William  S wetland,  Cotpoititei 
Jonathan  GriflBn,  Frederick  Halsey,  Frederick  L.  C.  Sail-*"***^ 
ly,  Heman  Cady,  Ephraim  Buck,  William  F.  Haile,  George 
Marsh,  John  Palmer,  Henry  K.  Averill,  are  hcfreby  con- 
stituted a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Plattsburgh  Academy,  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  literary  instruction  at 'Plattsburgh,  in  the  county 
of  Clinton,  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  make  and

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mohawk  Manufactur- 
ing Company. 

Passed  April  21, 182a 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  rqnresenied  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 
CorpMtttott  §  1.  Frederick  P-  Bellinger,  Harvey  W.  Doolittte,  Ro- 
bert Shoemaker,  Nicholas  Smith,  Arthur  W.  Magill,  Stur- 
ges  Brewster  and  John  I.  Prendergrast,  and  such  other 
persons  as  may  be  associated  with  them,  are  hereby  de- 
clared and  constituted  a  body  corporate,  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the  name  of  the  Mohawk  Manufacturing  Compa- 
ny, for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  cotton  and  wodlen 
goods,  and  machinery,  or  either  of  them  separately,  in  the 
town  and  county  of  Herkimer* 

BtKk.      §  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  shall  be  one  hun- 
di-ed  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
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• 

tm>  hundred  dollars  each;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the

The  People  qf  the  SUUe  of  New^Yorkj  rquwetiM  ni 
Senate  and  AseeoMy^  do  enact  as /Mows : 

§  1 .  The  corporation  of  ^^  The  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Name  ar- 
Newtown,"  is  herebj  revived ;  and  said  village  shall  forever  JJJjJ  *®  ®* 
hereafter  be  known  and  distinguished  bj  the  name  of  *^  The 
Village  of  Elmira,"  and  it  shall  be  contained  within  the  fot 
lowing  limits,'to  wit :  Beginning  at  low  water  mark,  on  the  i 
north  side  of  the  Tioea  or  Chemung  river,  opposite  the  di- 
vision line  between  the  lands  of  Stephen  Tutde  and  John 
.Shockey,  and  running  thence  norA  nineteen  degrees  west,

the  same,  by  the  trustees,  to  and  for  the  use  of  said  corpo- 
imtion ;  and  in  all  cases,  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for 
said  trustees,  in  any  suit  or  action  to  be  brought  for  the  re- 
covwy  of  any  such  fines,  penalties  or  forfeitures,  to  declare 
generally,  that  the  defendant  or  defendants  are  indebted  to 
the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Elmira,  in  the  amount  of  such 
fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture,  to  be  paid  to  the  said  trustees, 
when  thereunto  required,  and  under  such  declaration  to  give 
the  special  matter  in  evidence ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Tioga,  residing  in  said 
village,  to  try  any  cause  in  which  said  tnistees  may  be  a  par- 
ty, and  for  the  freeholders  of  the  said  viUage  to  serve  asjii- 
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rora  in  any  such  cause,  and  tot  any  of  the  inhabitants  in 
said  village  to  give  testimony  in  the  same,  notwithstanding 
any  remote  interest  any  sueh  justice,  jurors  or  Witnesses' 
may  have  as  members  of  said  corporation.

§  9.  The  trustees,  treasurer,  assessors,  collector,  fire-  (Htkofd 
wardens  and  pound-keeper  shall,  within  ten  days  after  their  *«•• 
election,  and  before  they  proceed  to  the  exercise  of  their 
several  offices,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  b'cf- 
lore  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Tioga,  for

Franklin,  on  the  most  eligible  route  by  Jackson's  mills,  at 
the  outlet  of  Chateaugay  lake,  to  the  road  called  ^^the 
military  road,"  at  or  near  the  house  of  Lewis  Ransom,  in 
the  town  of  Mooers,  in  the  county  of  Clinton. 

§  2.  The  said  company,  and  their  successors,  shall  have  Estate. 
power  to  purchase,  hold,  enjoy  and  convey,  such  real  and 
personal  estate,  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  fulfil  the  end's  of  their  incorporation.

of  the  president,  the  vice-president  shall  preside  until  the 
next  annual  election,  or  until  another  president  shall  be 
chosen;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the 
president  or  vice-president,  or  of  any  director,  such  va- 
cancy or  vacancies  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year  wherein  they  may  happen,  by  the  board  of  directors ;

S.  Appoint  all  such  surveyors,  engineers,  superintend* 
ents  and  others,  artists  and  officers,  as  they  shall  deem  ne-* 
oessary  to  carry  on  their  intended  works. 

4.  Fix  the  salaries  and  wages  of  such  persons. 

5.  Ascertain  the  times,  manners  and  proportions  in  which 
the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  monies  due  on  their  respec* 
tive  shares. 

6.  And  generally  to  do  such  other  matters,  acts  and 
things,  as  by  this  act  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
company,  they  may  be  authorised  to  dp. 

§  8.  The  said  corporation  may,  and  they  are  hereby  au^^oire^. 
ihorised,  to, 

1.  Gfluae  such  examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  most  advantageous 
route  whereon  to  construct  the  said  rail-road.

make  in  the  enclosures  thereof,  and  making  amends  for  any  - 
damages  which  may  be  done  thereon,  and  paying  for  the

ftddbitaoiip  §  19.  No  other  rail-way  shall  be  constructed  to  run  in  a 
parallel  line  from  Geneva  to  Canandaigua,  with  that  con- 
templated by  this  act,  without  the  written  consent  of  this 
company,  unless  the  same  be  at  least  ten  miles  from  said 
rail-road  hereby  authorised  to  be  constructed. 

fltefti  maj  §  20.  At  the^  end  of  two  years  from  the  finishing  of  the

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Auburn  and  Owasco 
Canal  Company. 

Passed  April  21, 1828. 

The  Peoph  of  the  State  of  New-Forky  represented  in 

Senate  and  Asembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Cmw^ob     §  1.  Ezekiel  Williams,  Archibald  Green,  Lyman  Paine, 

crtoed.      Henry  Polhemus,  Samuel  Cumpston,  Amos  Underwood, 

Horace  Hills,  Allen  Worden,  Abijah  Fitch,  ObedFoiger, 

and  Ambl'ose  Cock,  wfth  9uch  other  persons  a3  shiU  aBSo- 
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ciate  with  them  for  the  purpose  ot  opening  a  navigation 
from  the  Owasco  lake  to  the  village  of  Auburn,  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  title  of  ^^The  Auburn  and  Owasco 
Canal  Company." 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  hun-  stock. 
dred  thosand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun« 
dred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  considered  persond  pro- 
perty, and  transierable  according  to  the  by-laws  of  the  cor- 
poration ;  and  the  amount  of  the  real  estate  which  the  said 
company  shall  be  entitled  to  hold,  shall  not,  at  the  time  of 
acquiring  the  same,  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
in  value. 

§  S.  The  business  and  concerns  of  said  company  shall  be  ^^^^^^^^ 
managed  by  eleven  directors,  who  shall  always  be  stock- 
holders in  said  company,  and  be  annually  elected  by  the 
stockholders  of  said  company,  in  person  or  by  proxy  ;  and 
all  vacancies  in  the  direction  shall  be  filled,  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  year,  by  the  residue  of  the  directors. 

§  4.  Ezekiel  Williams,  Architmld  Green,  Lyman  Paine,  ^^^ 
Henry  Polhemus,  Samuel  Cumpston,  Amos  Underwood,"*^' 
Horace  Hills,  Allen  Worden,  Abijan  Fitch,  Obed  Folger,  and 
Ambrose  Cock,  shall  be  the  first  directors  of  the  said  com- 
pany, who  shall  elect  a  president  out  of  their  own  number, 
and  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Monday  of  May^  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  and  until  others 
are  elected. 

§  5.  On  the  first  Monday  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thou- Electicn^ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  and  every  succeeding 
year,  an  election  of  directors  of  said  company  shall  be  held, 
at  such  place  in  the  village  of  Auburn  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  directors  in  office,  who  shall  give  public  notice  of 
such  election  in  the  public  newspaper  printed  in  said  vil- 
lage, at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  said  election ;  and  the 
directors  in  office,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  inspectors 
of  such  election.

The  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power 
to  declare  the  stock  of  persons  neglecting,  at  any  time,  to 
pay  any  instalment  upon  such  stock,  accoi*ding  to  the  terms 
of  their  subscription,  together  with  all  previous  payments 
thereon,  to  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  said  company ;  or  the 
said  company  may  sue  and  recover  from  such  delinquent 
stockholders  and  subscribers,  the  amount  due  on  their 
shares,  in  an  action  of  assumpsit,  in  any  court  having  cog- 
nLeance  thereof.

1.  To  make,  construct,  and  forever  maintain  a  canal  or 
navigable  communicaticMi  of  suitable  width  and  dimensions, 
to  be  determined  by  the  directors  of  said  company,  from  the 
Owasco  lake,  into  the  village  of  Auburn. 

2.  To  improve  the  Owasco  outlet,  clear  it,  and  lower  the 
bed,  so  as  to  make  a  good  navigation  from  the  lake  to  Paine 's 
mill-dam,  and  to  lay  out,  open  and  work  a  canal  from  said 
dam  to  the  village  of  Auburn. 

5.  To  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  such  lands  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  navigable  ca- 
nal, locks,  and  other  works  and  device^  requisite  to  make 
and  keep  open  a  navigable  communication  to  said  viHage. 

4.  To  enter  upon  any  lands  through  which  said  canal 
shall  be  laid,  for  the  purpose  of  digging  and  constructing 
said  canal,  and  building  and  constructing  any  lock  or  locks 
or  other  works  that  may  be  necessary  to  make  the  same 
navigable. 

6.  With  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  mills  and 
hydraulic  privUe^s  on  said  outlet,  fiom  the  lake  to  die 
termination  of  said  canal,  to  take  and  use  the  water  of  the

7.  To  establish  the  amount  of  tolls  or  transit  duties  upon 
•uoh  boiits,  crafts  and  property,  and  the  manner  and  modo 
of  coUectii^  the  same,  whether  on  the  boat,  vessel  or  craft 
eairying  property  or  effects,  or  on  the  property  or  effects 
thenvselves,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be. 

8.  To  use,  or  take  and  dispose  of,  the  surplus  water 
oontained  in  the  said  canal,  or  any  lock  or  basin  thereof,  for 
the  use  of  mills  or  any  other  hydraulic  purposes,  or  to  sup- 
ply the  inhabitants  of  the  villa^  of  Auburn  with  water,  by 
neans  oC aqueducts  through  said  village;  such  surplus  wa* 
ter,  however,  not  to  be  taken  or  drawn  from  said  canal 
for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  without  the  consent  of 
the  owner  or  owners  of  mills  and  mill  privileges  situate  on 
said  Owasco  outlet,  above  where  said  surplus  water  shall 
be  taken  from  said  canal,  including  also  Hanienburgh's  mill 
and  mill  privileges. 

.  9.  To  lease,  alien  and  convey  any  lands  and  real  estate 
belouging  thereto,  which  they  may  deem  unnecessary  to 
retain  for  the  purposes  of  said  corporation,  ifthether  the 
same  was  vested  in  them  by  purchase  or  voluntary  dona- 
tion. 

§  12.  The  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  contract  Dmsi^ 
witb  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land  through  which  said 
canal  shall  be  laid  out  and  constructed,  and  to  pay  such 
pwner  or  owners  the  damages  they  may  sitotain  in  cqnscr 
quence  thereof. 

§  13.  Incase  of  disagreement  between  said  directors  and    ^p^^* 
any  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  lands,  respecting  the"*** 
amount  of  such  damages,  the  said  damages  shall  be  ascer- 
tained and  paid  as  follows :

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Screw  Dock  Company. 

Passed  April  £1,  1828. 

The  Piople  of  the  Stale  of  New- Fork,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.   NatEaniel  L.  Griswold,  George  Griswold,  Jedse  Owfow*^**^ 
Hurd,  and  all  other  persons  who  have  associated,  and  who  ^'***^ 
may  hereafter  associate  with  them,  shall  be  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Screw  Dock  Company  ;  and  by  that  name,  they  and 
their  successors  shall  and  may  be  known,  and  have  succes* 
sion,  and  shall  have  all  the  other  powers  vested  by  law  in 
corporations,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years  from  the  passing    > 
of  this  act.

§  2.  The  business  of  the  said  company  shistll  consist  inBotinesi. 
erecting  screw  docks,  in  the  city  of  New-York,  and  by 
means  thereof  elevating  vessels  above  the  tide  waters,  for 
the  pupose  of  repair,  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

§  3.  The  said  corporation  may  purchase  and  hold  sofi««ii««tiie 
much  real  estate,  either  in  fee  simple  or  for  a  term  of  years, 
and  so  much  personal  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  for  their 
convenient  accommodation  in  the  transaction  of  their  busi- 
nees ;  but  such  real  and  personal  estate  shall  not  exceed  in 
value,  at  the  time  of  purchase,  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

§  4.  The  stock,  property,  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Wweton.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  Payment  of  certain  Of- 
ficers and  Expenses  of  Government. 

Passed  April  21^  1838. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  rqpreaented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows :

Fourth,  of  Title  Fourth,  of  Cha]»ter  Fifth,  of  the  First  Part  of  the  Rensed  Statatee. 
It  becomes  nceessar^,  therefore,  to  publish  the  same.  So  much  of  the  said  Article 
as  retetes  to  the  subject,  is  as  follows,  yiz:]
